AUSTRALIAN WRITING AND 
PUBLISHING 


NORMAN LYNRAVN 


MEASURED in terms of years the publishing industry in Australia is 
perhaps more youthful than that of any country that has achieved nation- 
hood; not that this is very surprising considering that less than two hundred 
years ago Australia was not even a geographical expression. 


The first press was a small wooden contrivance brought in 1788 to New 
South Wales by Governor Phillip, but it was some years before an operator 
appeared who was capable of using it. In 1796 the Governor’s Instructions 
for Constables was produced by George Hughes, and this is the earliest known 
printed publication to have appeared in Australia. The first book, the 
Governor’s General Standing Orders, was printed in 1802 by George Howe, 
a former compositor on the London Times, who was made government 
printer in 1800 and who for many years was the Colony’s only printer. 
Subsequently both he and his son, who succeeded him, printed other books. 
In Tasmania (then Van Diemen’s Land) the first book was published in 1818. 


With the extension of settlement to other parts of the continent other 
printing and publishing ventures were tackled, but as late as 1850 the 
population was still less than a half a million and the market for Australian 
books was hardly alluring. Newspaper publishers fared better. One of 
the most prominent papers at the present time, the Sydney Morning Herald, 
was established as far back as 1831, and there are others in existence today 
which are nearly as old.

It was not until the latter half of the roth century when population 
increased sharply and there emerged a number of very good writers that 
book publishing became a proposition worth serious consideration. Before 
then there had certainly been Charles Harpur, the first distinctively Australian 
poet, a few landscape writers and some minor bards, but the most important 
commercially produced publications of that period were informative and 
factual, rather than imaginative. Some were published in Australia; most 
of them in England. However, in due course Australian literature began to 
achieve recognition. There came the well-known novels of Henry 
Kingsley (a brother of Charles), Marcus Clarke, Rolf Boldrewood and 
Joseph Furphy—entitled respectively Geoffrey Hamlyn, For the Term of his 
Natural Life, Robbery under Arms, and Such is Life. There came too, from the 
pen of Fergus Hume, The Mystery of a Hansom Cab, a world best-seller, 
claimed, rightly or wrongly, as the first “Whodunit’ written anywhere. And 
many other commendable novelists appeared also. This period also saw the 
emergence of Henry Lawson, whose short stories have been translated into 
numerous languages. Probably most of Australia’s better known poets also 
belonged to the late rth century or early twentieth century; Henry Kendall, 
a fine lyric poet for instance, and Adam Lindsay Gordon whose reputation 
is higher overseas than in Australia, and such balladists as A. B. (Banjo) 
Paterson who wrote The Man from Snowy River, which is still recited in the 
shearing sheds outback, and Waltzing Matilda. Indeed this period, especially 
around the turn of the century, was a particularly fruitful one for balladists, 
of whom there were many. They had a strong appeal to a people in whose 
lives, still occupied as they were with other pioneering problems, there was 
little time to devote to higher forms of culture. Strongly Australian in senti- 
ment, these narrative writers chose subjects which were not hard to follow, 
subjects which ranged from the difficulties of lower class town life to the 
waterless outback with its isolated stations and shearing sheds, its mining 
settlements, its nomadic swagmen and its vast loneliness. And while there 
was an underlying grimness in much that was told, there were also chivalry 
and adventure and humour. The popularity and influence which these 
narrative writers of both poetry and prose enjoyed were due largely to 
The Bulletin, a Sydney weekly founded in 1880, which encouraged and 
published much of their work. 


But, for many other reasons, the years between the 1870's and 1920’s were 
momentous ones in Australian history. If one can use such arbitrary land- 
marks, Australia’s first period of settlement from Phillip’s landing in 1788 
to the 1830's might be described as one of ‘settling in’. It was a period of 
great severity and hardship, of struggles for sheer existence. The ensuing 
period was largely one of consolidation, of discovery and expansion. Wool 
was established, gold was discovered and autocratic rule gave way to elective 
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legislatures. The first universities and public libraries were founded. And by 
the 1860’s Australia’s native white population had overtaken that of its 
immigrants. But the third period was of even more consequence in the 
destiny of the six colonies of which the southern continent had come to be 
comprised, for with it came moves for federation and nationhood and for 
workers’ rights as offered by trade unionism. Federation came in 1901 
when the Commonwealth of Australia was proclaimed, and nationhood 
was won later, very dearly, when a fifth of Australia’s 300,000 volunteers 
sacrificed their lives in the first war for world freedom. Towards the end of 
the century there came compulsory education, more universities and public 
libraries, and a growing respect for aesthetic values and for culture as we have 
come to know it. Literature no longer reflected the nostalgic yearnings of 
exiles but began to assume a healthy Australian character of its own. 


Under such encouraging conditions, the first of Australia’s publishing 
houses were born, some to die and some to live until the present time when 
there are thirty-five members of the Australian Book Publishers’ Association. 
Some of these are specialised and some are offshoots of British houses, but 
at least a score of them are general publishers, native born. 


Since the second world war considerable attention has been devoted to 
the physical side of publishing. Costly printing and binding plants have 
been installed, new papers have been experimented with, new designs have 
been introduced and methods of production in many of its aspects have been 
revolutionised. The Australian Book Publishers’ Association has encouraged 
this renaissance in many ways, one by the conducting of an annual competi- 
tion for the best produced books of the year. These competitions have 
created very wide public interest, and the stimulus that they have given to 
publishers, printers and designers has contributed to the fact that their 
productions have now reached heights unattainable a few years ago. 
Selections of these productions have been displayed at international 
exhibitions conducted by the British National Book League, where they 
have been praised and admired. 


But the quality and variety of Australia’s authorship have reached new 
levels too, so much so that more writers than ever before are sought by 
publishing houses abroad, and many of their works have become best sellers. 
A few of the many distinguished names are Henry Handel Richardson, 
Australia’s most outstanding novelist, a writer of exceptional imaginative 
power, the historian Sir Keith Hancock, Gilbert Murray, O.M., whose work 
in the Greek classics is in a class of its own, Chester Wilmot, with his 
Struggle for Europe, Chris Brennan, claimed by many as Australia’s best poet, 
and Walter Murdoch, the leading essayist. There are many others also 
widely known because their work has a more popular appeal. Eleanor 
Dark, Paul Brickhill, Catherine Gaskin, Russell Braddon, D’Arcy Niland 
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are a few of the names that are known in Britain, but there are very many 
others whose work is equal in standard and which is published both in 
Australia and abroad. 

Finally, though even now not a large country demographically, Australia 
as a market for books has become increasingly sound, a factor that is of great 
importance to Australian writers and publishers, as well as to British 
publishers, a quarter of whose export is absorbed there. In 1953 the 
Australian per capita book consumption was quoted at the very high figure of 
21s. (Aust.). Since then this figure has risen and can reasonably be expected to 
continue rising with the further growth and extension of public libraries, 
whose stimulus leads to private buying. As yet there are not as many 
libraries per head as there are in Britain or the United States. But some day 
there probably will be, for the library movement is very active. Certainly 
Australian bookshops are playing their part. The retailers who take books 
as part of their general stock in trade number upwards of 2,000. Those whose 
main or sole business is bookselling, however, are in the vicinity of 500, 
a number which, per head, compares very favourably with those for Britain 
and the United States. Obviously they would not thrive if they were to sell 
Australian books alone, as the annual output of Australian book titles has 
rarely exceeded 600. During 1954 Britain published some 19,000 titles and 
the United States 12,000. 

For British publishers, then, the Australian market is an important one, 
often important enough to determine whether a book will be published or 
not. But on its own it is not as yet strong enough to absorb sufficient copies 
of books from Australian publishing houses to ensure their safety. Many 
publishers therefore are obliged to engage in bookselling as well, relying on 
the income so derived to keep their publishing activities alive. Perhaps this 
dual form of enterprise, born of necessity, has much in its favour. It is 
certainly the pattern that is followed in the Scandinavian countries and in 
Holland, countries where book consumption is also very high. Nonetheless, 
the Australian publisher has a real and pressing need to extend the market 
for his books in Great Britain and other English speaking countries. The 
market that he seeks beyond his own shores can never be great, nor does it 
need to be. It takes a very small weight on the scale to convert a loss into 
something that would give a margin of profit. For the greater part what he 
publishes is good, for he cannot afford to be other than highly selective. 
But though it is a certain satisfaction to an Australian publisher to produce 
a worthwhile book, even though it incurs a loss that he has to balance by the 
retailing of other (mostly British) books, it is not satisfaction of a kind that 
can sustain him indefinitely.

BOOK TYPOGRAPHY. A Handlist for Book Designers. Hugh Williamson. 
THE TECHNIQUE OF BIBLIOGRAPHY. David Foxon. Cambridge 
University Press for the National Book League, 3s. each. 1955. 20°5 cm. 16 pages: 
20 pages. Paper covers. (‘The Book’, Nos. 1 and 6) 
These well-produced pamphlets are notable additions to the bibliographies of 
bibliography and printing and should not be overlooked by any student of the art 
of the book. Hugh Williamson, of the Oxford University Press, and organiser of the 
National Book League Exhibition of Book Design in 1953, includes in his handlist 
over one hundred and thirty well-chosen books and periodicals on all aspects of 
typography. David Foxon, an Assistant Keeper in the Department of Printed Books 
at the British Museum, provides an instructive essay which he states ‘is intended to be 
complementary to the one essential (but not infallible) book’, Introduction to Biblio- 
graphy, by R. B. McKerrow. He touches upon the most important pojnts concerning 
the systematic description and history of books and recommends a number of books 
and papers for further study and research. (or0) 


THE SUBJECT INDEX TO PERIODICALS, 1954. Edited by T. Rowland 
Powel. Library Association, 168s. 1955. 25 cm. 280 pages. 


This is the first volume of the Index, previously an annual volume only, produced 
under the new plan, whereby the entries in temporary quarterly parts are finally 
cumulated in a permanent volume. There is no change in the form or lay-out and, 
with the subject headings in one alphabetical sequence supplemented by many cross 
references, it remains a valuable bibliographical tool for librarians, students and 
general readers; in fact, it is the key to all important articles which have appeared in 
British periodicals during the year. (016-052) 


FISHING. Arthur Ransome. BRITISH THEATRE HISTORY. Alec 
Clunes. Cambridge University Press for the National Book League, 2s.6d. each. 1955. 
18-5 cm. 32 pages: 28 pages. Index. Paper covers. (Reader's Guides, Second Series, 
2 and 3) 

A delightful essay by Arthur Ransome, who is most convincingly ‘a fisherman among 

his books’, introduces an excellent list which can truly be described as “The Fisherman’s 

Library’, covering old books which have stood the test of time and many good new 

ones. Alec Clunes well knows the “evasive nostalgia’ of the theatre and although he 

introduces a list of books, compiled by Bertram Shuttleworth in consultation with 
him, which deals with the history and development of the British Theatre, theatre 
techniques and criticism from medieval times onwards, he advises reading widely 
about the contemporary theatre and going to it as often as possible. As an actor of 
distinction himself, he is qualified to comment, as he does most sensibly, on the 
problems of writing about the theatre and acting. Both lists are usefully annotated.

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SEQUELS. Incorporating Aldred and Parker’s Sequel Stories. Edited by Frank M. 

Gardner. 4th edition. Association of Assistant Librarians, 21s. 1955. 20°5 cm. 194 pages. 
Four thousand new titles have been added in this edition of a guide which now 
contains over fourteen thousand entries, embracing stories in which the same character 
appears in more than one book, series forming a continuous narrative of events, and 
trilogies and the like. For the most part the works included are novels and children’s 
books. There are some non-fiction books, particularly autobiographical series, but in 
these cases only those books in which sequence is not apparent from individual titles 
are included. The arrangement is alphabetical by authors’ names and no attempt has 
been made to give publisher and date of first publication. The main purpose of the 
guide is to be a handy check-list where a series is known or suspected. (016-8083) 


LETTERS IN CANADA, 1954. Reprinted from University of Toronto Quarterly, 
Vol. XXIV, No. 3, April, 1955. Edited by A. S. P. Woodhouse. University of 
Toronto Press (Toronto, Canada), $1-50. 1955. 235 cm. 94 pages. Paper covers. 

A useful survey of the year’s work in Canadian literature, consisting of a number of 

competent bibliographical essays. In the English~Canadian field, Northrop Frye 

deals with Poetry, Claude T. Bissell with Fiction, and Remaining Material (i.c. 

books on Canada, Social Studies, Works in the Humanities, Miscellaneous Prose and 

the Drama) is surveyed by J. M. S. Careless, A. Brady and others. W. E. Collin 

considers French-Canadian literature and Watson Kirkconnell is responsible for a 

short chapter on Publications in Other Languages. (016-82C) 


BIBLIOGRAPHY OF AUSTRALIA. Vol. 4: 1846-1850. John Alexander 
Ferguson. Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia, and London), 110s. 1955. 2$ cm. 
746 pages. 38 facsimiles. Index. 

The fourth volume of this bibliography completes the original plan of the compiler 

to include in the work all printed matter (as distinct from manuscript) relating to 

Australia, wherever published, from 1784 to 1850. Covering the years 1846-50, this 

volume lists, in full bibliographical detail, books, pamphlets, broadsides, newspapers, 

magazines, government papers and reports alphabetically under year of publication. 

An addenda to volumes 1 to 3 has been added including all discoveries of omitted 

material since the publication of the first volume in 1941. The location of each item 

is given, as well as explanatory notes where necessary, making the work an invaluable 

tool for research scholars and bibliographers in the Australian field. (016-994)

1955. 25°§ cm. 1,038 pages. Index of institutions. 
This issue incorporates the latest information on the academic institutions of the 
world and is more comprehensive than its predecessors. It begins with an international 
section and then lists separate countries alphabetically. The international section has 
three divisions: UNESCO, the International Council of Scientific Unions, and Other 
International Educational, Scientific and Cultural Organisations. Under each country 
are listed learned societies, research institutes, libraries, museums and art galleries, and 
universities, giving their addresses, names and numbers of members, teachers and other 
officials, publications, and aims and objects, where possible. Particular attention has 
been given to Far Eastern countries, entries for Eastern European countries have been 
improved, and information on Indian universities has been especially revised. ,

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PHILOSOPHY [AND PSYCHOLOGY] 


CLINICAL PAPERS AND ESSAYS ON PSYCHO-ANALYSIS. 
Karl Abraham. Edited by Hilda C. Abraham. Translated from the German by 
Hilda C. Abraham and D. R. Ellison with the assistance of Hilda Maas and Anna 
Hackel. Hogarth Press and the Institute of Psycho-Analysis, 25s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 
336 pages. 4 plates. Index. (International Psycho-Analytical Library, No. 49) 

Dated between 1907 and 1925, these papers by one of the earlier German followers 

of Freud include several of more than historical interest, especially those dealing 

with myth, religion, and the arts, and one with crime. They are in the main minor 
elaborations and extended applications of Freud’s original tenets, but they show the 
workings of an alert and wide-ranging mind. They also reveal at times the over- 
simplification and comparative crudity of the early analysts, and the selective emphasis 
on evidence favourable to the Freudian hypotheses. (131-34) 


TOYS, PLAY AND DISCIPLINE IN CHILDHOOD. Beatrix Tudor-Hart. 

Routledge & Kegan Paul, 10s.6d. 1955. 19°5 cm. 192 pages. 14 photographs. Tables. 
This helpful book for parents and teachers of children from babyhood to eleven 
years of age is an expansion and development of the author’s Plays and Toys in Nursery 
Years. Based on twenty-five years’ experience of teaching, it gives much sensible 
advice on understanding young children. The importance of play and the right kind 
of play materials, and the value of discipline learnt through play are stressed. The 
book is a useful contribution to child psychology. (136-7) 


THE DUTIES OF MAN and Other Essays. Joseph Mazzini. Translated from 
the Italian. Introduction by Thomas Jones. Reprint. Dent, 7s. 1955. 18°5 cm. 
376 pages. Index. (Everyman’s Library) 

The present volume was first included in Everyman’s Library as long ago as 1907. 

Since then two world wars have seemed to invalidate most of Mazzini’s cherished 

beliefs concerning the beneficent effects of nationalism. But Mazzini looked beyond 

nationalism, at least in Europe, to a community of free states which should finally 
embrace the whole of humanity. Such a goal is still far distant and perhaps 
unrealisable; but the inevitable and growing movement towards European unity 
reveals some of Mazzini’s ideas being translated into fact. Dr. Jones has brought his 
original Introduction up to date by means of a useful Postscript. (170) 


SPINOZA’S ETHICS and De Intellectus Emendatione. Translated from the Dutch 
by Andrew Boyle. New Introduction by T. S. Gregory. Reprint. Dent, 6s. 1955. 
18-5 cm. 314 pages. Index. (Everyman's Library) 

In his Introduction, Mr. T. S. Gregory, author of a remarkable book The Unfinished 

Universe, lays bare the essence of Spinoza’s thought in eighteen pages of succinct 

analysis. He admonishes more than one recent interpreter for failing to grasp Spinoza’s 

radical divergence from Hobbes, Descartes and Leibnitz. Spinoza attacked the 

‘correspondence theory of truth’ because it presupposed the separation of knower 

from known, the thinker from his thought. Likewise he attacked the idea of God 

as an ‘object’ to which qualities could be predicated, and substituted an Actual 
theology whereby God became the Verb of which existent things were modes. Thus 
to criticise his theology for being arid or impersonal is ‘as if one should complain 

that the sky was empty because it was cloudless’. (170) 
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ALBERT SCHWEITZER, Christian Revolutionary. George Seaver. 2nd 
edition, revised and enlarged. Black, 10s.6d. 1955. 20-5 cm, 128 pages. Index. 
First published in 1944, this book has needed to keep pace with its subject, and the 
present edition forms perhaps the most up-to-date account of Schweitzer’s thought. 
It is not a piece of popular hagiography but a serious and well-argued study of a 
profound ethico-religious outlook. Many will realise for the first time what a 
daring thinker Schweitzer is, for his life of action has tended to obscure the spiritual 
adventurousness which provides its incentive. In brief compass Mr. Seaver gives us 
the basis of what we want to know, together with the keen desire to know more. (193) 


RELIGION 
A CREED BEFORE THE CREEDS. H. A. Blair. Longmans, 16s. 1955. 22 cm. 
184 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The author maintains that there was in the early Church and well into the second 
century a creed before the creeds expressed in cryptic terms, poetic in form and 
centred in the action of God in Christ. He examines the writings of the New 
Testament and early fathers in order to bring out the nature and content of this 
confession which, he believes, has answering echoes in primitive religion and Jungian 
psychology. This work, which bears the marks of careful study, merits attention 
although it is doubtful whether the evidence adduced points to the clearly defined 
pattern here presented. (230) 


NEW TESTAMENT THEOLOGY. Ethelbert Stauffer. Translated from the 
sth German edition by John Marsh. S.C.M. Press, 25s. 1955. 23-5 cm. 374 pages. 
Notes. List of references. 

Professor Stauffer of Erlangen University here provides a detailed and systematic 

treatise on the theology of the New Testament. He has in view both the needs of 

those who look to the Bible for an answer to the ultimate problems of life and 
of students who are preparing for college or university examinations. The first'part of 
this massive and important work deals with the development of primitive Christian 
theology and is followed by a comprehensive treatment of the Christocentric theology 
of history in the New Testament, embracing a discussion of the Creation and the Fall, 
the Coming of Christ, the Church and the world, the present and the future. 

Finally, the author examines briefly questions relating to the creeds of the primitive 

Church. Throughout the basic ‘motifs’ of New Testament theology are impressively 

set forth. (230) 


THE CROSS IN THE OLD TESTAMENT. H. Wheeler Robinson. S.C.M. 
Press, 108.6d. 1955. 22 cm. 192 pages. Diagram. 
Many readers will be grateful to have in one volume three monographs by the late 
Dr. Wheeler Robinson previously published under the titles The Cross of Job (second 
revised edition, 1938), The Cross of the Servant (1926) and The Cross of Jeremiah 
(1925). They constitute an essential unity and the penetrating insight of the distin- 
guished author is illustrated by his interpretation of the messages of the Book 
of Job, the Servant Songs and Jeremiah as well as by the elucidation of the relation of 
the Cross of the Old Testament to the Cross of Christ and His Church. (231-8) 


THE DEVIL. Notes for a Future Diabology. Giovanni Papini. Translated from 

the Italian by Adrienne Foulke. Eyre & Spottiswoode, 15s. 1955. 22 cm. 160 pages. 
These ‘notes for a future diabology’ may both disturb the orthodox and provoke 
reflection in the most extreme rationalist. Having established his fame by writing a 
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life of Christ, Papini now endeavours to construct a biography of the Great Adversary. 
The book is fearless and immensely stimulating and it is published at a time when the 
subject is much in the air. in early Christian Fathers such as Origen and Gregory of 
Nyssa, Papini finds the view that the Devil will ultimately be saved. Although this 
is no longer accepted as dogma by the Roman Church, he believes that it must 
nevertheless be ‘admitted as Christian and human hope’. He shows convincingly by a 
wealth of examples that ‘in modern times it has been the poets’ province to keep 
sinners’ imaginations awake’. (23574) 


CHRISTIANITY AND FREEDOM. A Symposium. Translated from the 
French by A. Gordon Smith. Hollis & Carter, 6s. 1955. 19 cm. 176 pages. 


To issue a collection of views on freedom exclusively by French writers shows 
initiative on the part of the British publishers. Since the standard of both argument 
and exposition is extremely high, the venture was well worth while. Gustave Thibon 
outlines the issues at stake. He is followed by writers dealing with the view of freedom 
reflected in the tradition of Hinduism, Islam, ancient Greece and the modern world. 
One essay in particular, “The Hellenic Inheritance’ by Robert Flaceliére, is likely to 
remain of enduring value both for its scholarship and its originality. (261) 


THE PROTESTANT TRADITION. An Essay in Interpretation. J. S. Whale. 
Cambridge University Press, 21s. 1955. 19°5 cm. 376 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
The early Protestant tradition has proved a fruitful field of research for contemporary 
scholars and Dr. Whale provides a stimulating and balanced study which should 
appeal not only to scholars but more particularly to the general reader. The first part 
of the book deals with the teaching of Luther, and we have a lucid exposition of the 
paradox of law and gospel, justification by faith, assurance, the calling and the Church. 
In the second part, the theology of Calvin is examined and special attention is directed 
to his doctrine of the Church. The third section deals with the principles underlying 
the Protestant sects of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries and the book concludes 
with a vigorous discussion of the bearing of the Protestant tradition on such modern 
issues as toleration, totalitarianism and the ecumenical movement. (270-6) 


THE EVANSTON REPORT. The Second Assembly of the World Council 
of Churches, 1954. S.C.M. Press, 25s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 368 pages. Index. 
This well-produced volume contains the official report of the second assembly of the 
World Council of Churches held in Evanston, 1954. It includes a narrative account 
of each day’s proceedings, the message of the assembly, the reports of the various 
discussion sections—Faith and Order, Evangelism, International Affairs, Social 
Questions, Intergroup Relations, The Laity—and of the assembly committees, with 
a number of appendices in which are found recommendations and statements affecting 
the work of the World Council. A list of those present and of member churches is 
also printed. (280-063) 


ADAM’S RIB and other anomalous elements in the Hebrew Creation Myth. 
A new view by Robert Graves. Trianon Press, 31s.6d. 1955. 28 cm. 80 pages. 
72 wood engravings (36 in colour) by John Metcalf. 

This imaginative, diverting and beautifully-produced book purports to reconstruct 

incons from the “Mycenaeo-Edomite city of Hebron’, and by their means to 

illustrate Mr. Graves’ version of the original but lost Hebron legend from which, 
according to Mr. Graves, the Book of Genesis must ultimately be derived and to 
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show how the author of Genesis has gone astray. While Old Testament experts will 
wish to emphasise that this is a work of the imagination rather than of scholarship, 
many readers will take delight in the ingenious theory and the captivating sub- 
Mycenaean pictures. (291) 


THE CENTRAL PHILOSOPHY OF BUDDHISM. A Study of the 
Madhyamika System. T. R. V. Murti. Allen & Unwin, 30s. 1955. 22 cm. 386 pages. 
Glossary. Index. 

This study of the Madhyamika System by the Professor of Indian Civilisation and 

Culture, Banaras Hindu University, is a work for the specialist. Nevertheless, the 

author is to be congratulated upon carrying a heavy load of erudition without 

elbowing the reader out of his path. Given a mastery of its terminology, the book 
even makes smooth and lively reading. Buddhism began as an atheistic faith devoid 
of metaphysical trappings; it ended up as an elaborate theological system. The 
author’s aim is to trace that ‘central philosophy’ of Buddhism which, as he contends, 
sustained so high a level of civilisation over most of Asia for hundreds of years. (2943)

PEOPLING THE BRITISH COMMONWEALTH. G. F. McCleary. 

Faber, 18s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 190 pages. Tables. Index. 

The birth rate has fallen not only in England but in the Dominions—in Australia, 
for instance, it was about halved in the fifty years preceding 1934. The four self- 
governing countries of European settlement, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, and 
South Africa, all offer the phenomenon of vast areas with sparse populations, while 
Britain is one of the world’s most densely populated countries. This book reviews 
the history of Commonwealth settlement, the causes of the present population 
position, and the results of attempts so far made towards redistribution. In the con- 
cluding chapter the author examines the arguments for and against dispersal by 
mass migration. This is a valuable contribution to a subject of increasing importance, 
but it does not do more than sketch the present position. (312-0942)

THE COLONIAL OFFICE LIST, 1955. H.M. Stationery Office, 2Is. 1955. 
22 cm. 378 pages. Map. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
This official publication is divided into four parts. Part I gives general information 
on the Colonial Office, and committees and other bodies connected with the Colonies. 
Part II lists the territories alphabetically, and includes a list of governors of the 
Colonies, colonial government agencies in London, and regional organisations. 
Part II deals with the Colonial Service: Recruitment and Record of Services. 
Part IV furnishes information on general points of interest, and contains also a list 
of Parliamentary and non-Parliamentary Papers of Colonial interest published in 


1954. (325-342) 


THE COLONIAL TERRITORIES, 1954-55. Colonial Office. H.M. 
Stationery Office, 6s. 1955. 24°5 cm. 196 pages. Tables. Paper covers. (Command 
Paper 9489) 

Within the Colonial territories, the outstanding events in the political field were the 

new federal constitution for Nigeria, with elections throughout the country, and a 
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new constitution for the Federation of Malaya. In the economic field, overall produc- 
tion has increased, and trade has enlarged, with the exception of Hong Kong where 
a considerable diminution of imports is noted. West Africa has almost doubled its 
favourable trade balance in the year, due in part to higher cocoa prices, and has 
substantially increased its sterling assets. The Owen Falls Hydro-Electric Power 
Station was inaugurated by H.M. the Queen during her visit to Uganda in the year 
under review. (325-342) 


SURVEY OF INTERNATIONAL AFFAIRS, 1939-1946. The Realign- 
ment of Europe. Edited by Arnold Toynbee and Veronica M. Toynbee. Oxford 
University Press for the Royal Institute of International Affairs, 60s. 1955. 24-5 cm. 
636 pages. 5 maps. Index. 

The subject of this new volume in the wartime series of Surveys is the political and 

territorial reshaping of Europe after the defeat of the German army. It is a sequel to 

the earlier volume Hitler’s Europe (1954). Following Dr. Toynbee’s excellent intro- 
duction, there are chapters by experts on the economic consequences of the war and 
on the work of UNRRA. Then come detailed accounts of the events which led up 
to the establishment of Communist regimes in Eastern Europe and the separation of 
the West from the East. This book will be particularly valuable to those without 
ready access to the extensive collections of documents and memoirs which are cited 
in the footnotes. (327) 


DOCUMENTS ON BRITISH FOREIGN POLICY, 1919-1939. Edited 
by E. L. Woodward and Rohan Butler. Third Series. Vol. VIII. 1938-39. H.M. 
Stationery Office, 50s. 1955. 25 cm. 644 pages. 


This is the first of two volumes in Series III which will deal with British policy in 
the Far East. It concerns mainly British relations with Japan regarding the protection 
of British rights and interests in China during the Sino-Japanese war. British policy 
at this time was governed by three main factors: the European situation, the attitude 
of the United States and the progress of British rearmament. The Foreign Office and 
the British Missions in the Far East were agreed that the problem which faced them 
was the extent to which, out of immediate and short-term necessity, His Majesty’s 
Government had to submit to Japanese attacks upon British interests, to withhold 
from China much of the aid which Britain was otherwise willing to give, and to 
wait until the three above mentioned factors became more favourable. (327-42)

ECONOMIC GEOGRAPHY OF WEST AFRICA. eS Pedler. Longmans, 


16s. 195$. 22°5 cm. 244 pages. 19 photographs (5 in colour). 16 maps. 4 diagrams. 
Tables. Index. 


In this attractively illustrated book the author, who has travelled widely in West 
Africa, deals principally with Nigeria, the Gold Coast, Sierra Leone and the Gambia, 
describing both their physical and economic aspects. Students and general readers 
alike will find much to interest them in his explanations of the late development of 
the region and his descriptions of the land and climate, local food production, manu- 
factures, transport and trade, and general standard of life of the population. The book 
is not overloaded with detail or with statistical tables. (330-966) 
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PANAMA. Economic and Commercial Conditions in the Republic of Panama 
and the Canal Zone, January, 1955. E. A. Cleugh. H.M. Stationery Office for the 
Board of Trade, Commercial Relations and Exports Department, 1s.6d. 1955. 24°5 cm. 
34 pages. Map. Tables. Paper covers. (Overseas Economic Surveys) 

The Administration initiated in 1952 under the energetic and well-planned guidance 

of President Remon (assassinated January 1955) made progress in the stabilisation of 

Panamanian economy which until then had proved unstable particularly in the field 

of public finance. The country still faces challenging problems because it continues 

to be largely dependent on such unpredictables as tourism and income from the 

Canal Zone, other than that guaranteed by Treaty, but the continued welfare of 

the Republic is likely if the present governmental programmes (January 19$5) are 

proceeded with. This report is divided into sections on Finance; Foreign Trade and 

Industry; Agriculture; Labour and Social Questions; Transportation and Com- 

munications; and The Canal Zone. (330°986)

Mr. Arnot, former secretary of the Labour Research Department, is the author of 

The Miners, Facts from the Coal Commission, The Politics of Oil and other works; he 

has also, on many occasions, prepared material on behalf of the miners’ unions for 

official enquiries. He writes with the same authority on the development of trade 
unionism among Scottish mineworkers, prefacing his account with a brief review of 
mining conditions to the end of the eighteenth century, describing in detail the 

foundation of the early unions and of the Scottish Miners’ Federation, and giving a 

full account of working conditions today. (331-881)

JURISPRUDENCE. G. B. J. Hughes. Butterworth, 37s.6d. 1955. 22°5 cm. 
574 pages. Tables of cases. Index. 
The author, a lecturer in law in the University of Hull, attempts in this textbook to 
give adequate treatment to the realist school of jurisprudential writing, mainly 
American, which has not been fully covered before in English legal literature, and 
to make a balanced presentation of the different branches of the subject. Part One 
covers the subject historically, Part Two deals with classification and sources of law, 
including custom, precedent, the judicial function, legislation, equity and juristic 
opinion. The third part covers legal concepts, such as rights and duties, things and 
conduct, ownership, possession and legal personality. Part Four, on law and society, 
contains two chapters on industrial relations. This will be a valuable addition to 
literature on English legal theory. (340) 


THE BOMB: Challenge and Answer. Professor Alexander Haddow, Bertrand 
Russell, Lord Beveridge, Henry Usborne. Edited by Gilbert McAllister. Batsford, 
2§8. 19§5. 22°§ cm. 160 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

The contributions to this volume have two purposes: first, to bring home to the 

reader the full social import of the hydrogen bomb; and second, to persuade him 

that the only alternative to universal death is world government. In the former 
purpose their success is complete and profoundly disturbing, and for this one shares 
the authors’ hope that the book will be read by all intelligent people, expensive 
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though it is. In the latter purpose their success is doubtful: some readers may take 
the view that the supreme problem now facing mankind is that of avoiding war in 
a world in which supra-national government is not yet politically possible. (341-67)

The increasing scope and diversity of subordinate legislation, made under authority 

of Act of Parliament, has been a characteristic of recent years. In view of its frequent 

enactment, amendment or repeal by many departments, it is often difficult to obtain 
accurate and up-to-date information. This volume brings up to date to the end 
of 1954 particulars of the powers under which subordinate legislation is made and of 
the exercise of those powers. The main part of the work is a full guide to Government 
Orders under an alphabetical sequence of subject headings. (346)

detailed sub-headings as required. References are given throughout to the details of 
the enactments which support each proposition indexed and enable the reader to 
find his way to the existing law on any subject.

THE LAW OF CIVIL INJURIES. Hamish R. Gray. Hutchinson, 8s.6d. 1955.

This volume covers tort, that wide branch of English law dealing with the redress 

of civil wrongs other than those arising from breach of contract or breach of trust. 

It includes chiefly negligence resulting in personal injury, but also defamation (libel 

and slander) or injury to reputation, interference with the enjoyment of land, 

nuisance, and the special liability of the occupiers of dangerous premises. This is a 

clearly written introductory account of a branch of English law which has developed 

considerably in recent years. The author is a lecturer in law in the University of 

Nottingham.

“UP FUNNEL, DOWN SCREW!’ The Story of the Naval Engineer. Geoffrey

his way inch by inch to officer status. Even when this was reached, he still had 
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prejudice to combat, so entrenched was the fetish of pure seamanship ify the’'Service. 
Without attempting to write a purely popular or chatty book, Commander Penn 
has produced a readable and valuable one, about an essential branch.of ya \great 
profession. He has also included some material concerning the earlier types of marine 
engine.

LUNACY, LAW AND CONSCIENCE, 1744-1845. The Social History 
of the Care of the Insane. Kathleen Jones. Routledge & Kegan Paul, 21s. 1955. 
21°5 cm. 250 pages. Bibliography. Index. 

Dr. Jones has gathered the facts for her history of a century’s developments in the 

care of the insane in England from contemporary accounts in government reports, 

hospital archives, books, newspapers and periodicals, and from standard works 
and references in recent literature. She has welded them into an objective and use- 
fully documented study, sketching in the background of social conditions and the 
attitudes of society to mental diseases and defects. She describes how, slowly by 
individual and corporate effort, Select Committees and Royal Commissions, 
followed by Acts of Parliament, the initial reforms of inspection, certification, and 
later medical treatment and more humane care were effected. In an epilogue Dr. Jones 
summarises progress up to 1954. (362-2) 


SERVICES FOR THE DISABLED. An Account of the Services provided 
for the Disabled by Government Departments, Local Authorities and Voluntary 
Organizations in the United Kingdom. Standing Committee on the Rehabilitation 
and Resettlement of Disabled Persons.

A straightforward account of services provided in the United Kingdom for all 

categories of the handicapped. After an historical introduction, it examines provisions 

for medical treatment under the National Health Service Act, 1946. Then follows 
the survey of rehabilitation and resettlement starting with facilities of limited applica- 
tion, such as those provided for members of the armed forces, continuing with the 
provision of employment, explaining the appropriate insurance benefits, and con- 
cluding with the provision for special categories of disabled, such as coal miners and 
the blind. Appendices list organisations in the United Kingdom concerned with the 
disabled.

TEACHER, PUPIL AND TASK. Elements of Social Psychology applied to 
Education. A Practical Manual for Teachers. Edited by O. A. Oeser. Tavistock 
Publications, 18s. 1955. 22*5 cm. 210 pages. Diagrams. Bibliography. Index. 
Written at the request of teachers who attended a refresher course arranged by the 
Department of Psychology of the University of Melbourne, this book by fourteen 
experienced teachers who are trained psychologists concentrates on the practice of 
social psychology in the classroom, and on the development of the child’s personality. 
A general introduction to the social setting of the school and classroom, the teacher’s 
social relations with pupils, parents and colleagues, and the relevance of these to the 
child’s desire to learn is followed by detailed chapters on the establishment of social 
relations and child-centred methods in school and classroom. Other chapters cover 
psychological tests and testing, the problem child, the purpose and conduct of 
examinations, and vocational guidance. (370-15) 


PERSPECTIVES IN MASS EDUCATION AND COMMUNITY 
DEVELOPMENT. Edited by L. J. Lewis. Nelson, 5s.6d. 1955. 21 cm. 112 pages.

This report makes available a selection of the papers prepared for, or arising from, 
a ten-day course on mass education and community development organised by the 
University College of the Gold Coast Institute of Education on behalf of the Colony’s 
Department of Social Welfare and Community Development. Part I consists of 
prepared papers on various aspects of the subject. Part Il (papers arising from the 
course) deals mainly with the practical side of this work (e.g. initiating development 
schemes in small villages, keeping community work going, the need for efficient 
technical assistance, etc.). The book should be read by everyone concerned with 
mass education, and is recommended for libraries in all countries dealing with this 
problem.

THE STRUCTURE OF ENGLISH EDUCATION. Roger Armfelt. 
Cohen & West, 12s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 208 pages. 

The Professor of Education in the University of Leeds begins his reliable introduction 
to the subject by summarising with admirable clarity the provisions of the Education 
Act, 1944. The chapters which follow deal with various branches of the English 
educational system: central administration, the functions of Local Education 
Authorities, primary and secondary education, voluntary schools, further education, 
other services, special schools for handicapped children, scholarships and bursaries, 
independent schools, teacher training, and financial expenditure. University education 
is excluded. Professor Armfelt gives brief historical surveys of the evolution of each 
branch up to the Education Act 1944; these confirm his conclusion that the two 
most characteristic features of English education are its adaptability and its variety.

ASSUMPTIONS UNDERLYING AUSTRALIAN EDUCATION. 
R. Freeman Butts. Australian Council for Educational Research (Melbourne, Australia),

If Australians were becoming complacent about their educational systems, Freeman 

Butts, Professor of Education in Columbia University, has made a bid to avert this 

danger, with his attack on the over-centralised administrations; the lack of preparation 

for the sweeping economic and social changes taking place in Australian life; the 
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‘hierarchy of schools, hierarchy of courses and hierarchy of subjects’; the emphasis 
on uniformity and lack of experimentation; the lack of friendly and informal relation- 
ships between pupils and teachers; and the fact that Australian teachers are “over- 
organised on matters of salary, security and tenure but under-organised with respect 
to professional stimulation, exchange of ideas and mutual criticism’. This is an 
extremely provocative book, and one not to be ignored in any study of Australian 
education.

THE APPLICATION OF PSYCHOLOGICAL TESTS IN SCHOOLS. 
Noel E. Whilde. Blackie, 9s. 1955. 19°5 cm. 190 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
(Technique of Teaching Series) 

The Psychologist in Charge, Sheffield Child Guidance Centre, deals with the testing 

of children at all stages. He discusses the scope and different types of psychological 

tests, methods of choosing tests, the various tests designed to diagnose particular 
disabilities, the distribution of ability throughout the school population, and school 
records and surveys. The material of various standard tests is given. Mr. Whilde sees 
the subject from the teacher’s point of view, and shows its importance in relation to 
both the class and the backward pupil. The book is recommended as a most helpful 
guide for all teachers wishing to study and to put into practice mental testing. (371-26) 


FUNDAMENTAL NUMBER TEACHING. R. K. and M. L R. 
Polkinghorne. Harrap, 8s.6d. 1955. 19°5 cm. 196 pages. Diagrams. Tables. 
Bibliography. 

Dealing mainly with methods of teaching arithmetic to beginners, this book was 

written at the request of many teachers who had read the authors’ articles in the 

Teachers’ World. Beginning with number-ideas, counting, grouping and number 

patterns, it continues through the processes of addition, subtraction, multiplication 

and division, vulgar fractions and decimals. The writers, who believe in under- 
standing and thoroughness rather than in ‘rule-of-thumb’ and speed, give much 

helpful advice for teaching both intelligent and backward children. (372-7) 


PARITY AND PRESTIGE IN ENGLISH SECONDARY EDUCA- 
TION. A Study in Educational Sociology. Olive Banks. Routledge & Kegan 
Paul, 25s. 1955. 22-5 cm. 270 pages. 15 tables. Bibliography. Index. (International 
Library of Sociology and Social Reconstruction) 

This study of the development of English secondary education since the beginning 

of the century emphasises its social aspects. It depicts the secondary school in its 

relationship to the social and occupational structure of English life, and stresses the 
importance of its role in providing an avenue to occupations of the highest economic 


‘ and social standing. The main types of secondary education in existence during the 


last sixty years are described from this angle. One interesting conclusion reached by 
the author is that development in secondary education has waited upon changes 
in the social structure. This survey, which opens up new lines of thought, should be of 
value to all who are interested in the development of secondary education, and its 
relationship to society. (373-42) 


SCHOOL MUSIC. An Instructional Handbook. Edmund Niblett. Blandford 
Press, 8s.6d. 1955. 19°5 cm. 120 pages. Illustrations (2 in colour). Diagrams. Tables.

This book contains a vast amount of useful information on all aspects of music 

teaching in schools. The author, who is a headmaster and a conductor, and who has

had experience in teaching the subject in all types of schools, believes that music 
should be linked with other branches of the curriculum. To illustrate his points 
Mr. Niblett quotes from various authoritative sources. He gives lists of books, songs, 
music, records and films. His book can be recommended as an invaluable handbook 
for all teachers of music in schools.

The policy of furthering university education in Colonial territories, marked by the 

creation of the Inter-University Council in 1946, has now been actively pursued for 

nine years. This is a report of those nine years. The situation has indeed changed in 
that time. The number of students in Colonial universities and university colleges 
has increased from 726 to 4,592, whilst colonial students in Great Britain have 
increased from about 2,000 to 9,900. About 3,000 are estimated to be studying else- 
where, mainly in America, Canada, and Australia. Of the nine Colonial colleges, 
five are in Africa, two in Asia, and one each in Malta and the West Indies. This 
very fine record of achievement is fully discussed and analysed in the Report and the 
accompanying tables. (378-42)

THE DIRECTORY OF DIRECTORS, 1955. 76th yearly issue. Thomas 
Skinner, 458. 1955. 25 cm.°876 pages. 

This is a list of all the principal limited companies of the United Kingdom, and of a 
large number of private companies, with the names of the companies in which they 
are concerned, and their other business connections. There is a large number of 
additions and alterations, as the past year has again seen continued activity in the 
registration of companies, particularly of private ones. The Directory is arranged in 
one alphabetical sequence under the names of the directors. (380-58)

THE END OF THE LINE. A Book about Railways and Places, Mainly 
Continental. Bryan Morgan. Cleaver-Hume Press, 25s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 262 pages. 
62 photographs. 

This enchanting book describes the light and narrow-gauge railways, steam trams, 

autorails, Biimmelziige, diesels, michelines, funiculars, crémailléres, and the rest, in 

France, Switzerland, Northern Italy, Austria, and Western Germany. Though it is 

based largely on the Indicateur Chaix and other official Kursbiicher, the author tells 


us of the amiable oddities of two hundred lines of which he has had personal . 


experience ‘and as many more of which I guess the feel’. His wit, his love of his 
subject, and his readability make this a work of fascination for the general reader as 
well as for members of the Society for the Regeneration of Unremunerative Branch 
Lines and other railway fanatics. (385-5094) 


A BEGINNER’S GUIDE TO THE SEA. Frank Knight. Macmillan, 8s.6d. 
1955. 18 cm. 248 pages. 11 photographs. 80 diagrams. Chart. 2 tables. Endpaper 
flags in colour. Index. 

Captain Knight assumes complete ignorance in readers of his guide, and proceeds 

to explain by means of definition, reinforced by simple drawings and a few photo- 

graphs. His book covers seamanship, ship construction, rigs, ropes, motive power, 
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anchors, the Rule of the Road, weather, signalling, registration and tonnage measure- 
ments, but perhaps the most valuable chapters of all are those on navigation. Although 
nothing replaces practical experience in such matters, Captain Knight’s information 
is the next best thing.

THE NAUTICAL ALMANAC AND ASTRONOMICAL EPHEMERIS 
FOR THE YEAR 1956. For the Meridian of the Royal Observatory at 
Greenwich. H.M. Stationery Office, cloth 30s., paper covers 25s. 1955. 24°5 cm. 
586 pages. Index. 

The Nautical Almanac for 1956 follows generally the revised arrangement introduced 

in 1931 and contains the following sections: Sun, Moon and Planets; Stars; Eclipses 

and Occultations; Satellites; Miscellaneous Tables; and Explanation. Information 
about Standard Times is no longer included in the Almanac; a separate Supplement 
containing permanent tables and explanations omitted from the Almanac is in 

preparation. (528)

THE LAWS OF NATURE. R.E. Peierls. Allen & Unwin, 21s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 
284 pages. 67 diagrams. Index. 

When lecturing on atomic energy Professor Peierls discovered that his audiences 
frequently posed questions on the fundamentals of modern physics, showing them- 
selves to be deeply interested. This book, which describes modern physics in 
‘simple’ language, is an answer to their questions and should attract the attention of 
others. It is a splendid piece of popular scientific writing and, though by no means 
easy to read, it includes first principles and can be understood by intelligent diligent 
readers even if they know little mathematics or physics. (530) 


Chemistry 

CHEMISTRY OF THE SOLID STATE. Edited by W. E. Garner. 
Butterworth, 50s. 1955. 25°5 cm. 426 pages. 1 illustrations. Diagrams. Tables. 
Bibliography. Indexes. 

In fifteen chapters various topics relating to the physical chemistry of solids are 

discussed, and the treatment is fairly advanced. Most of the writers are very well 

known for the contributions they have made to the subjects they discuss, which 

include crystal dislocations, lattice defects, surface chemistry, semi-conductivity and 

magneto-chemistry; the effect of light on solids, and the nucleation, classification, 

theory and kinetics of solids reactions. Each chapter has an up-to-date bibliography. 

The book will be welcomed by physical chemists engaged in research or teaching.

CLASSICS OF BIOLOGY. August Pi Sufier. Authorised English translation 
from the Spanish by Charles M. Stern. Pitman, 35s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 348 pages. 
Bibliography. Index. 

A valuable volume dealing with original treatises and experiments which have 

constituted landmarks in the development of biological theory and knowledge. It 

is a work of nicely balanced summary, quotation and comment, and includes 

interesting sections on cell theory, stimulus and excitation, metabolism; on growth, 
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reproduction and heredity; and on preformation and epigenesis. Philosophers’ 
contributions to biological interpretation and the part played by biologists in other 
fields are also adequately remembered. There are passages from Pavlov, Scheler, 
Bernal, Waddington and Julian Huxley. Dr. August Pi Sufier, a notable Spanish 
physiologist, has been widely honoured for distinguished work in Spain and South 
America. His book is also interesting for its omissions—there is nothing of E. S. 
Russell, Jean Rostand or Raymond Ruyer—and it is to be hoped that a further 
volume will complete what this pioneer work has begun. (570-8) 


Prehistoric Archaeology 


LASCAUX AND CARNAC. Glyn E. Daniel. Luiterworth Press, 15s. 1955. 
22°§ cm. 128 pages. 22 photographs. 13 illustrations in text. Endpaper maps.

This lightly written book contains ‘background’ information and practical advice 

for visiting some of the more remarkable pre-historic monuments and sites in France. 

Incorporating only first-hand knowledge, the text is both an archaeological and a 

gastronomic guide, for the author not only tells the traveller what to see but where 

and how to refresh himself afterwards with the best French regional wine and 
cooking. Although planned for the tourist and amateur of archaeology who is going 
to France, Dr. Daniel's attractive book will give pleasure even to the stay-at-home 
archaeologist and help to introduce him to two of the most important archaeological 
areas in western Europe. The author is a Lecturer in Archaeology in Cambridge 
University.

BRITISH WILD FLOWERS. John Hutchinson. 2 vols. Penguin Books, ss. 
each. 1955. 18 cm. 948 pages. 809 illustrations. Glossaries. Bibliography. Indexes. 
Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 
Dr. Hutchinson, formerly of Kew, had previously published in the Pelican series 
three volumes about common and uncommon British flowers. These have been 
amalgamated, much extra material added and the result published in two volumes 
as an account of the greater part of the British flora. Each starts with a key to families 
(most valuable to a beginner) and a glossary of terms, then gives a page-by-page 
description of the species, each with an adequate black-and-white illustration. 
Selection has been difficult (even the well-known early purple orchid has been 
omitted), but on the whole most of the flowers the amateur botanist will meet have 
been mentioned. (581-942)

PROGRESS IN THE PHYSIOLOGY OF FARM ANIMALS. Vol. 2. 
Edited by John Hammond. Butterworth, 45s. 1955. 25 cm. 370 pages. Numerous 
photographs and diagrams. Tables. Bibliography. Index. 
This is the second of three highly technical volumes on animal physiology prepared 
under the editorship of Dr. John Hammond, who is so well known for his work on 
this subject—as well as on animal genetics—at Cambridge University. It consists 
of a number of papers by British and overseas experts on four main topics: growth 
(live-weight growth; conformation and body composition; wool growth); animal 
behaviour (the behaviour of grazing animals; sexual behaviour); locomotion (the 
mechanism of movement); and reproduction (egg production and fertility in poultry). 
As with the first volume, this work will be universally acknowledged by students, 
technicians and research workers in animal physiology and veterinary science. (591-1) 
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THE PHYSIOLOGY OF DIAPAUSE IN ARTHROPODS. A. D. Lees. 
Cambridge University Press, 12s.6d. 1955. 22 cm. 162 pages. 25 diagrams. 7 tables. 
Bibliography. Index. (Cambridge Monographs in Experimental Biology, 4) 

The study of the factors influencing diapause or “‘dormancy’—a condition which 

enables many animals to survive unfavourable periods of cold or drought—has been 

pursued mainly by economic entomologists on the one hand and by physiologists 
on the other. Dr. Lees summarises the general stage which our knowledge has now 
reached and indicates, after considering the experimental evidence, the main recent 
advances—the relation of diapause to photoperiods and temperature, the humoral 
nature of its control and so on. Advanced students and research workers will find 
this a valuable and well-documented summary. (s95°7) 


REPTILES OF WEST AFRICA. George Cansdale. Penguin Books, 2s. 1955. 

18cm. 104 pages. 39illustrations. Bibliography. Paper covers. (West African Penguins) 
The Penguin series on West Africa is designed to cover subjects ranging from science 
to economics, literature and history. Mr. Cansdale’s contribution to it deals with the 
identification and habits of all the commoner snakes, lizards, crocodiles and tortoises 
to be found in West Africa and so breaks new ground in a popular form. It is partly 
a handbook to guide the non-expert—his discussion of the different types of snakes, 
of their venomous potentialities and of simple treatment for bites will reassure many 
newcomers to West Africa—and partly a plea for more information about a very 
important group of animals. (598-1096) 


MAMMALS OF THE WORLD: Their Life and Habits. Frangois Bourliére. 
Translated from the French. Harrap, 60s. 1955. 29°5 cm. 224 pages. 216 photo- 
graphs (24 in colour). 29 drawings in text by Paul Barruel. Endpaper drawings in 
colour. Bibliography. Index. 

This lavish book is produced in the same format as Paul Barruel’s Birds of the World 

published a few months ago. A similar effort has been made to collect from all 

over the world the best photographs, this time, of mammals taken in the wild, and 
to reproduce them well and on a reasonably large scale. Some of these are remarkably 
impressive and two full-page ones—an Indian rhinoceros and a humpback whale 

‘breaching’—remain especially in the memory. The text is well written and 

authoritative and considers first the characters of mammals as a group. It then 

describes the faunas of special geographical zones and habitats with special attention 
to the many interesting problems of adaptation. Any general reader with a natural 

history bent will enjoy this book. (599)

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radiosensitivity, blindness in premature infants, pernicious anaemia, cortisone in 
the treatment of ulcerative colitis, human malnutrition, analgesia in midwifery, 
and the mechanism of virus infection.

mathematics employed goes little further than the elementary calculus and no great 
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knowledge of electronics is required to understand this part of the work. The d.c. 
amplifier is dealt with in some detail and there are chapters on setting-up computers 
and auxiliary apparatus. Descriptions are given of existing analogue computers, 
including “Tridac’ one of the largest in the world. A selective but useful list of 
references is included and in spite of the complications of the subject the book is well 
planned and extremely readable.

Some useful chapters for English readers deal with 
trees and the law, botanic and forestry gardens and institutes, literature and (most 
important to the private owner) the grants and help which are available from the 
government.

His conclusioas are 
that on peaty ground heather must first be burned and the soil cultivated to give any 
tree a chance to form an efficient root system. In addition, where a hard pan has 
formed between soil and sub-soil, this needs breaking at intervals to help drainage 
and to prevent roots developing in layers. Larch is one of the most adaptable species 
to grow on moorland, followed by pines. Spruces are the least satisfactory. This work 
was carried out in Great Britain, but the general results are of wide application.

Chapters dealing with the scientific principles of sintering are followed by accounts 
of the more important commercial methods whereby the hard metals are produced, 
and the properties and uses of the metals. The concluding chapters deal with the 
production of the initial and accessory materials, and the production of powder 
mixtures for pressing, shaping and final sintering. The book should prove valuable to 
all interested in the production or use of hard metals. (669-73)

WELDING AND CUTTING. A Practical Handbook describing the Welding 
and Cutting of Metals by the Oxy-acetylene and Metallic Arc Processes. J. A.

Tables. Paper covers. 

This little volume gives a useful, practical account of the operations involved in the 

welding and cutting of metals by means of gas or the electric arc. It describes the 

equipment and techniques used for gas-welding and electric arc welding of a number 

of metals, also flame-cutting methods. The text, which is illustrated by numerous 
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diagrams, is clearly written in a style easily understandable by the non-scientific 
operator.

Merchants’ Textbook. Prepared by the Education Committee of the National

Written by a number of experts under an authoritative editorial panel, this book is 
clear, concise and up to date. Although it approaches its subject primarily with the 
paper merchant in view, anyone concerned with paper and its conversion will find 
much to learn. The information is attractively presented and the illustrations and 
diagrams excellent. The various paper-making materials are concisely described, as 
are the basic processes of paper and board manufacture. Whilst a few of the 
chapters are of interest mainly to the paper merchant, the general reader will find 
very informative the succinct outlines of paper testing and of the various printing 
processes, together with the definitions of trade terms. (676-2)

BASIC CHEMISTRY OF TEXTILE PREPARATION. S. R. Cockett 
and K. A. Hilton.

A general introductory text-book, intended primarily for students. Colouring and 
finishing are the subjects of a companion volume and are not covered here. After 
discussing the natural and synthetic fibres, the authors review their general properties 
and then go on to consider the textile preparing processes, such as cleansing, mercerisa- 
tion, chlorination, etc. A separate chapter is devoted to bleaching. A chapter on 
testing and defects will be of great value to the student, and to junior members of 
the industry. The authors have provided a useful guide to sources of further 
information, but have, regrettably, excluded references to the original literature. 
This, however, is easily rectified and does not detract too severely from an otherwise 
useful work. (677)

them but also cover substances used in the processing of wool, and its identification 
alone or in mixtures. It is a pity that a soft, fluffy paper has been chosen for a book 
that will often be open on laboratory benches.

The author, now Director of Town Planning in the Protectorate and an 
architect with wide experience in the Middle East and Africa, summarises and 
appraises past and present planning schemes in Kampala, Buganda and the Eastern, 
Western and Northern Provinces, many of them only of a tentative and exploratory 
nature, for most of the town planning problems in Uganda still await solution. The 
volume is pleasantly arranged and very fully illustrated with maps and plans, as well 
as photographs and sketches of characteristic buildings. (711096761)

TEN BOOKS ON ARCHITECTURE. Leone Battista Alberti. Translated 
into Italian by Cosimo Bartoli and into English by James Leoni. Edited by Joseph 
Rykwert. Alec Tiranti, 35s. 1955. 25°5 cm. 344 pages, including 68 pages of 
illustrations and diagrams. 
James Leoni, an architect who had come to London from Venice, published in 1726 
an English translation of De Re Aedificatoria Libri X as well as other books, on painting 
and sculpture, by Leone Battista Alberti, the celebrated Quattrocento master. In 
1755, some years after Leoni’s death, a third version of his translation of the Ten 
Books on Architecture appeared (authoritatively regarded as an unsurpassed English 
rendering) and, exactly two hundred years later, this edition has been completely 
reprinted in facsimile by Alec Tiranti with notes by Joseph Rykwert. Once again 
this publisher has performed a valuable service to students by placing a masterpiece 
within their reach. (720) 


STUDIES IN THE FUNCTIONS AND DESIGN OF HOSPITALS. 
The Report of an Investigation sponsored by the Nuffield Provincial Hospitals 
Trust and the University of Bristol. Oxford University Press, 63s. 1955. Obl. 
30°5 cm. 212 pages. 4 illustrations in colour. 127 diagrams. 74 tables. Bibliography. 
Index. 

This valuable report, which suggests new methods and approaches to these problems, 

emanates from studies started in 1949 and shaped and undertaken by a Controlling 

Committee, Advisory Panel and a team of twelve experts. The subject is the general 

hospital, exclusive of the administrative block, service departments and departments 

of radiology, pathology and physiotherapy. With these exceptions, the report 
considers individual departments, basing its recommendations on visits to hospitals 
in France, Scandinavia, Switzerland and the United Kingdom, and on the literature. 

The Building Research Board gives its assistance with problems of physical environ- 

ment, including fire prevention. Finally the team investigates the demand for hospital 

services from populations of 400,000 and 500,000. The proposals are published most 

opportunely before a period of hospital expansion. (725-5)

There have been lately so many new books on Japanese architecture that it is difficult 

to keep pace with them. Tetsuro Yoshida’s work, however, is not new. It is a 

charmingly produced English version of an excellent book first published in Germany 

in 1935, now radically revised and incorporating much new material. The traditional 

Japanese house is what Western architects call a ‘modular’ building, constructed 

largely of standard (and standard sized) components, the unit of measurement being 

the ‘mat’. It exemplifies simplicity, elegance, egonomy, and harmony between man 
and nature. This is all very clearly and concisely explained by the author with the 

aid of 250 photographs and detail drawings. (728-0952) 


FIFTY MODERN BUNGALOWS. Edited by Felix Walter. Architectural

This very attractively produced book illustrates and describes with all essential 
information fifty recently built single-storey houses, all of them designed by 
architects and almost all of them in England. The latest ideas in planning, kitchen 
arrangement, and heating systems are demonstrated in these designs, and the building 
cost is given in the majority of cases. The editor is an architect with a special interest 
in small houses, and his volume will greatly assist readers about to build a home of 
their own.

SCULPTURE IN BRITAIN: THE MIDDLE AGES. Lawrence Stone.

In this latest addition to the Pelican History of Art Mr. Stone supplies a lucid con- 
spectus of British medieval sculpture. He emphasises certain British characteristics, 
such as the predominance of relief as opposed to sculpture in the round, elongation 
of the human figure and dynamic movement (especially in drapery), but always 
considers his subject in relation to the flow of stylistic influences from the continent. 
It is this clash and synthesis of rival artistic traditions which gives British medieval 
sculpture a vigour and continuity which richly repay study. Despite the destruction 
at the time of the Reformation and later much remains, especially in the category of 
monumental figure sculpture, and a systematic account of types and stylistic develop- 
ment has long been needed. This Mr. Stone provides with brilliant success, supporting 
his text with photographs which show details without the use of ‘trick effects’.

TAKING COLOUR PHOTOGRAPHS. George Ashton. Fountain Press, 
12s.6d.

This well-written book is intended primarily for the amateur who has some experience 
of black and white photography and who is thinking of using colour films. An 
elementary exposition of colour theory is followed by a short description of the 
main processes used in colour photography and of the materials available for making 
colour transparencies and prints. The main sections of the book, which are devoted 
to the techniques of taking pictures in colour under a variety of conditions, are 
followed by chapters on processing and methods of projection. A few of the colour 
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films available can be processed at home by the amateur, and the preparation of 
transparencies from these films is described in some detail. (778-6) 


PHOTOGRAPHIC MAKE-UP. Jack Emerald. 2nd edition. Fountain Press, 
18s.6d. 1955. 225 cm. 116 pages. Numerous photographs. Index. 
It is well known that, because of variations in sensitivity of colour and intensity, the 
photographic film and the human eye see objects differently. In portrait photography 
this is particularly true and the professional photographer has long been aware of the 
value of make-up in producing acceptable portraits. This book, which is addressed 
to both professional and amateur,, covers all aspects of photographic make-up, 
including basic corrective make-up, character make-up, make-up for colour photo- 
graphy, and clinical make-up to hide facial disfigurements. The author’s full yet 
concise descriptions will be of value not only to photographers but to all interested 
in the art of make-up. (778-9)

BRUCKNER AND MAHLER. H. F. Redlich. Dent, 9s.6d. 1955. 18-5 cm. 
312 pages. 9 illustrations. Musical examples. Bibliography. Index. (Master 
Musicians) 
Although brought together in this volume, these two composers really have little 
in common except nationality and a chronic incapacity to finish their large-scale 
works in a definitive form. Dr. Redlich appreciates the strength and weakness of 
both, and sets them in clear historical perspective. He is in sympathy with their 
conflict of technique, aims and achievement. He views the complex musical output 
of each musician as an organic growth, from youth to maturity. But an expert 
knowledge of music and sources is marred by a clumsy and excessively adjectival 
style, perhaps partly due to the attempt to compress a mass of criticism into a short 
space. The appendices are, as always in this series, excellent. (780-92) 


MUSIC IN CANADA. Edited by Sir Ernest MacMillan. University of Toronto 
Press (Toronto, Canada), $4°50. 1955. 23°5 cm. 244 pages. Index. 
At long last Canada has a book concerning the state of music within her borders. 
The nineteen contributors, headed by Sir Ernest MacMillan, have dealt con- 
scientiously with topics ranging from folk-song to popular music and, although the 
regional bias seems to lean toward Ontario and Quebec, much effort has been made 
to give a panoramic view of Canadian musical life as a whole. Tantalising glimpses 
of Canada’s musical past are given in Helmut Kallman’s chapter ‘Historical back- 
ground’. Wilfred Pelleticr’s factual account of Canadian orchestras is of great 
reference value, while other chapters, such as John Beckwith’s on ‘Recordings’, 
— to shortcomings in that and other fields. As a musical stock-taking guide the 
ok is invaluable.

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treats of the play’s censorship, Sunday entertainment, entertainment duty, registration 
of films, film quotas and their distribution, the relationship between management, 
audience and third parties, the infringement of copyright and remedies therefor.

Captain Banks learnt to climb during the war at the excellent Commando moun- 

taineering and ski-ing training schools and later became an instructor himself. Since 

then he has had considerable climbing experience in the Alps and in the hills of 

Britain; in addition he was a member of the recent British North Greenland 

Expedition. Consequently, although still young, he has some good stories to tell 

of his adventures in these spheres. Quite outstanding, however, is his account of the 

ascent by moonlight, of the extremely difficult Brenva ridge of Mont Blanc. He 

writes modestly, freshly and with a sense of humour.

He now gives this in a simple straightforward manner which makes one realise how 

much skill and determination was required to complete the final stages of the ascent, 

and how narrow was the margin between success and failure. The illustrations include 

for the first time all the pictures taken by Hillary on the summit. (796-52) 
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A HISTORY OF BRITISH MOUNTAINEERING. R. L. G. Irving. 
Batsford, 25s. 1955. 23 cm. 256 pages. 6s illustrations. Index. 
Mr. Irving set himself a difficult task in attempting to describe in a volume of this 
size the activities of British mountaineers since climbing started in the middle of the 
19th century. In the space available he is only able to touch on the main events, and 
even among these there must be some omissions. However, he has collected many 
interesting records of the pioneering work carried out by British climbers in 
practically every known range. The stories of the early mountaineers in the Alps 
perhaps make the best reading. He also gives the history of the Alpine Club of which 
he is himself a past vice-President. A number of attractive old prints are included 
in the numerous illustrations. (796-52)

His 

comments on training, exercises, and on physical fitness generally, are excellent.

It is an entertaining story of horse-racing during 
the past thirty years, filled with characters and incidents and, above all, horses. The 
horses are the real heroes in the eyes of Sir Gordon, who writes about his mounts 
with obvious affection.

THE MAKING OF A POEM. Stephen Spender. Hamish Hamilton, 15s. 1955.

Mr. Spender disclaims in his introduction the role of a formal critic; rightly so, for 
several of these essays—notably those on contemporary American writing—are 
amusing articles at the level of magazine-journalism, and the more serious pieces are 
composed in the autobiographical tone of a writer's journal. The title-essay is a 
valuable piece of practical criticism, which only a poet possessing both talent and 
humility could have written, but the most original is certainly the essay which 
compares the Goethean with the English conception of poetry. There is also an 
excellent study of Housman’s poetry, completely revised from the version which 
appeared in Horizon. (804) 


THE OPPOSING SELF. Nine Essays in Criticism. Lionel Trilling. Secker & 
Warburg, 15s. 1955. 20 cm. 248 pages. 
These essays deal with a wide range of modern authors from Jane Austen to George 
Orwell and were not in the first place written with any intentionally connecting 
theme. What turns out to be the common element is the idea of the modern self as 
living in conscious opposition to the culture on which it is nourished. Jane Austen 
is examined as the first writer to illustrate this opposition and its complexities by her 
handling of the conceptions of sincerity and vulgarity. Mr. Trilling’s criticism is 
distinguished by an exceptionally acute apprehension of the moral implications of 
great literature.

THE FIRE AND THE FOUNTAIN. An Essay on Poetry. John Press, 
Oxford University Press, 25s. 1955. 22 cm. 266 pages. Bibliography. Index. 
This many-sided study of English poetry is written with an exceptional clarity and 
authority. Mr. Press begins by examining the origins of a poem, and pursues a 
leisurely but skilfully illustrated analysis of the distinctive qualities of the poet, among 
which he rates an acute physical sensibility very highly. He goes on to consider the 
processes of poetic inspiration and composition, and finally the poet’s attitude to 
his own art and the traditional and modern conceptions of the nature of poetry 
itself. Mr. Press has an unusually catholic taste. He can move with ease and discrimina- 
tion over the whole range of English poetry, and his criticism takes its effect less from 
particular flashes of insight than from the cumulative force of his argument. Few 
recent books are likely to do more to increase the esteem in which poetry is held, or 
to help readers to gain pleasure from it. (808-1)

A CENTURY OF WRITERS, 1855-1955. A Centenary Volume. Chosen 
by D. M. Low and others. Introduction by Oliver Warner. Chatto & Windus, 215. 
19$5. 736 pages. 8 plates. 10 drawings in text. 

The publishing house of Chatto and Windus have commemorated their centenary 

with this anthology of selections from their lists. It is a most impressive record of 

the achievement of a famous and courageous firm, and with its 736 well- printed 
pages a bargain guinea’s-worth of literature in English. Three novels are printed in 
full (Mark Train’s Huckle ‘berry Finn, Aldous Huxley’s Crome Yellow, Par Lagerkvist’s 

Barabbas) and there are numerous stories, essays, poems and extracts from books by 

writers ranging from Swinburne, Poe, Trollope and Hardy to T. F. Powys, Faulkner, 

Leavis and Empson. The history of the firm is interestingly told in an introduction by 

Oliver Warner. (808-8) 


THE DARK AGES. W. P. Ker. Reprint. Nelson, 15s. 1955. 18-5 cm. 380 pages. 
Index. 
The centenary of Ker’s birth is fittingly celebrated by the reissue of this history of 
European literature from the fifth century to the Renaissance (originally one of the 
volumes in the series Periods of European Literature edited by Professor Saintsbury). 
Professor Ifor Evans, a former pupil of Ker, contributes a useful foreword, admitting 
the shortcomings but underlining the permanent value of the work. English readers 
would probably have liked a longer chapter on the Celtic writers, but the book does 
credit to English scholarship and was well worth reprinting. (809)

SASKATCHEWAN HARVEST. A Golden Jubilee Selection of Song and 
Story. Edited by Carlyle King. McClelland & Stewart (Toronto, Canada), $2-50; 
paper covers $1°00. 1955. 17°5 cm. 224 pages. 

This collection of writings has been chosen to commemorate Saskatchewan’s fiftieth 

anniversary as a province. The editor, head of the English Department of the 

University of Saskatchewan, has wisely limited his choice of contributors to those 

born in the province, but has included selections in which he considers the 

Saskatchewan scene has been experienced and recorded with intensity and honesty. 

The land, its peoples and its problems are revealed in a wide range of personalities 

and points of view, through pioneer reminiscences, journalists’ accounts, short 

stories and poems. The result is a vital and coherent ‘inside story’ of this Canadian 
region. (820-82C) 


English Poetry 
PALGRAVE’S GOLDEN TREASURY with a Supplementary Book of 
More Modern Poetry. New edition. Dent, 6s. 1955. 18-5 cm. 496 pages. 
Bibliography. Indexes. (Everyman’s Library) 
Palgrave’s Golden Treasury, probably the best-known of all anthologies of English 
verse, will soon have enjoyed a hundred years of vigorous life: it was first published 
in 1861—though since then there have been considerable augmentations. It contains 
a large number of short poems, of which most are as much appreciated now as in 
Palgrave’s time. The Victorian outlook, indeed, is apparent rather in the omissions 
(Donne is not represented) than in what is included. (821-08) 
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ALLEGORY AND COURTESY IN SPENSER. A Chinese View. 
Hsin-Chang Chang. Edinburgh University Press (Edinburgh), 18s. 1955. 23 cm. 
238 pages. Index. (Edinburgh University Publications: Language and Literature, No. 8) 

This study of The Faerie Queene is, as the author says, ‘a Chinese view’ and it possesses 

all the interest of the impact of one culture upon another. Mr. Chang begins by 

printing his translation of a Chinese allegory about the temptation of the senses, a 

work fascinating for its own sake, and then draws a comparison between it and 

Spenser’s treatment of similar themes in Book II. He continues along more orthodox 

lines with a consideration of the allegory in Book VI, and ends with his own inter- 

pretation of Spenser’s conception of Courtesy. Obviously not a text-book for 
beginners, this original and yet scholarly investigation is well worth the attention of 

students of Spenser. (821-3) 


POEMS AND PROSE OFJOHN DRYDEN. A Selection by Douglas Grant. 

Penguin Books, 3s.6d. 1955. 18 cm. 358 pages. Index of first lines. (Penguin Poets) 
Dryden’s reputation has been re-established in the present century and this useful 
selection will be widely appreciated. Mr. Grant includes all the major poems in 
part or in full; the last of the heroic plays, Aureng-Zebe (the popular All for Love 
can be found in another Penguin, Four English Tragedies); and very properly devotes 
a good deal of his space to Dryden’s two great critical pieces, An Essay on Dramatic 
Poesie and Preface to Fables Ancient and Modern, both printed unshortened. The spelling 
and punctuation have been modernised throughout. (821-4) 


THE BIRDSVILLE TRACK AND OTHER POEMS. Douglas Stewart. 
Angus & Robertson (Sydney, Australia and London), 15s. 1955. 23-5 cm. $6 pages. 
Douglas Stewart, distinguished Australian lyric poet and verse dramatist, writes of 
the Australian environment with an ease and gaiety that is tempered with a sense 
of the age and vastness of a continent that is yet but partly touched by man. The poems 
that illustrate the main theme of the book, the Birdsville track, sensitively record the 
grim, unrelenting landscape of the semi-arid Lake Eyre basin of Central Australia, 
contrasted with the wry humour and pathos of the few people who live there.

ENGLISH RELIGIOUS DRAMA OF THE MIDDLE AGES. Hardin 

Craig. Oxford University Press, 42s. 1955. 24°5 cm. 430 pages. Diagrams. Biblio- 

graphy. Index. 
Professor Craig’s book is a full and scholarly study of medieval religious drama in 
England, supplementing the work of Chambers and Young, and embodying much 
recent research. Points emphasised are: the importance of the liturgical origin of the 
miracle plays; their intrinsic value as a body of sincere religious drama rather than as 
forerunners of later work; and their. significance as a medieval religious institution. 
Much of the book is concerned with the development and characteristics of the 
surviving dramatic cycles, and includes valuable comments on style and metre. There 
is also a brief but illuminating section on the moralities. (822-1) 


A HISTORY OF ENGLISH DRAMA, 1660-1900. Vol. IV. EARLY 
NINETEENTH CENTURY DRAMA, 1800-1850. Allardyce Nicoll. 
2nd edition, revised. Cambridge University Press, 55s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 678 pages. 
Index. 

This particular study, first published in 1930 in two volumes, now forms the fourth 

volume in the revised edition of Professor Nicoll’s series on the English drama. The 
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author includes many emendations and additions, drawn from other works of 
scholarship and his own continual researches. The discoveries made are recorded 
both in his original handlist of plays and in a new supplementary list, a method which 
achieves accuracy but makes reference rather slow. The author is aware of the gaps 
still to be filled before a definitive record can be made of all the theatrical events in 
this rather barren period in theatre history. When this is achieved, and the corrections 
are made in sequence, the work will reach monumental proportions. As before, the 
handlists of plays occupy half the volume. The other half, analytical and critical in its 
survey, contains much of Professor Nicoll’s finest work. (822-7) 


A MATCH FOR THE DEVIL. Norman Nicholson. Faber, t0s.6d. 1955. 
22°5 cm. 84 pages. 
This is the text of the play that was presented at Edinburgh, at the time of the Festival, 
in 1953. Set in Old Testament times, it tells the story of a baker who, ignorant of the 
world and of women, marries a temple prostitute; she, bored, returns to the temple 
whence she came, thus making the baker a cuckold. But by taking her back he learns 
wisdom, turning the derisive laughter of his neighbours into ‘a holy joke’. The play 
lacks true dramatic quality and motivation, but it has humour and the verse is nimble 
and colourful. (822-9) 


English Essays 
NOT WITHOUT PREJUDICE. Essays on Assorted Subjects. E. T. Brown. 
Cheshire (Melbourne, Australia), 15s.6d. 1955. 22-5 cm. 214 pages. 

Mr. Brown has made his name as a political writer, so that these essays on a great 
diversity of largely non-political subjects come as a surprise, although a pleasant one. 
His range of interest covers such matters as the ‘uses of lipstick’ and ‘women’s 
suffrage’, ‘not being clever’ and ‘choosing one’s miracles’. Underlying all the essays 
is a subtle sense of humour, which lightens the most serious subject; while at the same 
time apparently frivolous subjects are treated with such insight as to make them 
vehicles for serious critical thought. (824-9A) 


English Miscellany 
TOMORROW REVEALED. John Atkins. Neville Spearman, 16s. 1955. 
22°5 cm. 254 pages. 7 illustrations. 

What the author does is to relate the history of the future by means of material 
already accessible to us: for Wells, Huxley, Graves and Orwell have begun writing 
the history of a future rapidly becoming fact. While he may begin by treating this 
book as a joke, the reader will soon surrender to the spell of Mr. Atkins’ swift prose 
until he believes in the Martian invasion, the cosmic convulsions and even, though 
more in hope than assurance, the sane republic of the New Crete established in the 
year 3000. This is an original and refreshing essay in a literary form otherwise in 
danger of over-exploitation. (828-9) 


Scottish Literature 

SCOTTISH POETRY. A Critical Survey. Edited by James Kinsley. Cassell, 
30S. 1955. 22 cm. 340 pages. Notes. Index. 

A series of ten essays each by a separate authority dealing with the principal periods 

and genres of Scottish poetry from the medieval makars to the present day. Much of 

this material is necessarily historical and expository rather than strictly critical and 

the book’s organisation does not make it possible for a unifying critical view to 
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emerge. Individually the essays are of a high standard, they compress a wealth of 
information into a small compass and are excellently annotated. Especially interesting 
are Sir James Fergusson’s chapter on the ballads and a witty study by Douglas Young 
on the little known Scottish poetry of the late nineteenth century. (828-9941) 


French Literature 
TIGER AT THE GATES. (La Guerre de Troie n’aura pas Lieu.) Jean Giraudoux. 
Translated from the French by Christopher Fry. Methuen, 8s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 
8O pages. 
This play has reached the London stage after twenty years, although it has appeared 
from time to time at minor theatres and in other translations. With Fry’s felicitous 
translation and a production crowned by the noble performance of Michael Redgrave 
as Hector one wonders why such a brilliant and often compelling drama should 
have remained unplayed for so long. Giraudoux plays a little with ‘the Paris-Helen 
legend and his whole treatment is light. For this very reason his indictment of war 
and his unsparing showing up of the trivial, thoughtless and cynical, is the more 
moving. Highlights are the tender passages between Hector and his wife Andromache 
and the brilliant verbal duels between Hector and Ulysses. (842-9) 


HISTORY [AND GEOGRAPHY} 


RETREAT FROM REASON. An Essay on the Intellectual Life of Our Time. 
Peter Nathan. Heinemann, 15s. 1955. 20 cm. 262 pages. 


This book is likely to have a mixed reception since it will infuriate and win approval 
by turns. The author provides an analysis of modern society from an original, though 
not heterodox, point of view, and he draws frequently upon anthropological and 
psycho-analytical research to support his argument that society is in grave danger 
from its irrationalist tendencies. There are special studies of key writers such as 
Lawrence and Sartre. This is a readable, controversial book which does not fit into 
the conventional categories but which the reader will want to assess for himself. (gor)

THE GHOST VOYAGE Out of Eskimo Land. Gontran de Poncins. Translated 
from the French by Bertrand Frechtman. Gollancz, 13s.6d. 1955. 22 cm. 222 pages. 
Endpaper map. 


The author, a Frenchman returning from a year spent among the Eskimos, for whom 
he has an abiding affection, and two Canadian trappers travelled nearly 5,000 miles 
by sea from Coppermine on Canada’s Arctic coast, through the Bering Strait to the 
Aleutian Islands and thence south to Vancouver. Without seafaring experience, they 
nevertheless surmounted the hazards of ice, interminable fogs and a tremendous 
Atlantic gale lasting several days, and this story of their adventures—which included 
a short interlude at a whaling station—is graphically told with an eye for comic 
detail and a flair for characterisation. (910-4) 


THE PROBLEM OF THE PICTS. Edited by F. T. Wainwright. Nelson, 21s. 
19$§. 23°5 cm. 200 pages. 12 plates. 16 illustrations in text. 8 maps (including 
endpapers of Early Scotland, physical and political). List of references and abbrevia- 
tions. Index. (Studies in History and Archaeology) 

This composite work, edited by the Head of the Department of History in Queen’s 

College, Dundee, contains chapters on the archaeological background (by Professor 
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Stuart Piggott), fortifications and other buildings, art, and language (the last by 
Professor Kenneth Jackson). While not attempting to establish the race and identity 
of the Picts, it does not retreat from these problems in so far as they are related to 
the general theme, which is the historical Picti, the features characteristic of them, and 
the area of North Britain occupied by them in the period A.D. 300-850. For specialists 
this is an essential book. For the general reader it has the attractions of being up to 
date, showing far more agreement than divergence of opinion, refusing to waste time 
over matters on which there can be at present no firm conclusion, and being lucidly 
presented and carefully illustrated. (913-4101) 


SCOT EASY. Travels of a Roads Scholar. Wilfred Taylor. Reinhardt, 10s.6d. 
1955. 20 cm. 192 pages. Endpaper maps. Index. 
‘It is supposed to be about the roads of Scotland” says the author in the middle of a 
fine description of Sir Compton Mackenzie. The book is all about Scotland and 
Scotsmen and about the Scot who writes it, with that fine rush of words which that 
reputedly silent people command nowadays with such ready ease. There is a great 
deal about travelling in Scotland and all that goes with it, people, weather, scenery, 
and we hear it all while we are on the road with the author. He is a good travelling 
companion and his book has humour, vigour, and panache. (914:1) 


YORKSHIRE REVEALED. G. Douglas Bolton. Oliver & Boyd, 25s. 1955. 
23*5 cm. 276 pages. 68 photographs by the author. 2 sketch maps. Index. 
The clou of this book by a Yorkshireman and professional photographer is the 
admirable collection of well-reproduced photographs, but the text, intended for the 
‘discriminating tourist’, is far from negligible, consisting as it does of information 
about the scenery, architecture, and history of the county and covering the lesser- 
known areas as well as the main stream of tourist traffic. Much of the text is based 
on the author’s personal knowledge and observation. The photographic notes will be 
helpful to the amateur. (914:2) 


HIGHWAYS AND BYWAYS IN SOMERSET. Edward Hutton. 
6th edition. Chapman & Hall, 18s. 1955. 20-5 cm. 444 pages. 99 illustrations by 
Nelly Erichsen. Map. Index. 

First published in 1912 in the famous Highways and Byways series (now discontinued), 

this book has been partially revised by its cighty-year-old author. It retains the 

quality which has made it so popular in the past, a leisurely, detailed appreciation of 
the county’s scenery, old buildings, and literary and historical associations. It covers 
the county thoroughly. The charming drawings made for the first edition have all 

been retained. (914:2) 


LANCASHIRE. An Illustrated Essay on the History of the Landscape. Roy 
Millward. Hodder & Stoughton, 16s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 128 pages. 50 illustrations in 
text. Map and diagrams. Bibliography. Index. (The Making of the English 
Landscape, 3) 

This series is designed to explain to the non-specialist the reasons for the present 

appearance of the varied landscapes of England. “The observables of England’, in 

the editor’s phrase, which are treated here, are primarily the works of man, while 
geographical observables take a secondary place. The many aspects of Lancashire’s 
development—outstandingly the medieval clearings, the draining of the ‘mosses’, 
the industrialisation of the nineteenth century, the rise of Liverpool and of the coastal 
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holiday resorts—are treated interestingly in varying degrees of detail. If the general 
effect is rather disjointed, it is perhaps because the theme is rather too large for treat- 
ment within these limits. (914-2) 


HEREFORDSHIRE. David Verey. Faber, 12s.6d. 1955. 23 cm. 62 pages. 
59 illustrations, including endpapers. Coloured map. Bibliography. Index. (Shell 
Guides) 

The general editor of these delightful county guides is the poet and architectural 

critic, John Betjeman, and architecture is their primary, though not exclusive, 

concern. They are arranged in the form of a gazetteer with notes on matters of 
interest under each place name, and are generously illustrated with good photographs. 

Herefordshire, one of the most beautiful and least visited parts of rural England, has 

been particularly well served by David Verey, himself an architect."Every building 

of interest has been visited and recorded, and the book should be of real value. It 

is possibly the best small guide ever devoted to the county. (914-2) 


THE SOUTH HAMS. Margaret Willy. Hale, 18s. 1955. 22 cm. 270 pages. 
25 photographs. Sketch map. Bibliography. Index. (Regional Books) 
The South Hams—‘hams’ are water meadows or enclosed pastures—is the name given 
to the south-western peninsula of Devon, bounded by Dartmoor and the rivers Dart 
and Yealm. This is a delectable region enjoying a mild and equable climate in which 
a sub-tropical flora revels and so far comparatively unspoilt by the concomitants of 
the holiday-making industry. The author has done justice to the rock-bound coast, 
to the old buildings of Totnes and of Dartmouth with its maritime past, and to the 
delightful yachting station of Salcombe, but there is a deal of country-lover’s gossip 
that is perhaps not strictly relevant. (914-2) 


THE FLAME OF THE FOREST. Sudhin N. Ghose. Michael Joseph, 18s. 
1955. 20°5 cm. 288 pages. Illustrations and endpaper drawings by Shrimati 
Armakali E. Carlile. Musical example. 

In The Flame of the Forest fact, fantasy, poetry and satire are interwoven to produce a 

form which defies classification. Written in the lively, graceful and occasionally 

quaint English of an educated Indian living in the world of television and the atomic 
bomb, it is as oriental in feeling as the tales of Schcherazade. The present volume— 

one of a series—revolves round the author’s adventures in search of a job after leaving 
the university and his fortunate encounter in Calcutta with a bulldog named Piram 

and a dancing girl named Myna. (915-4) 


JUST HALF A WORLD AWAY. My Search for the New India. Jean Lyon. 
Hutchinson, 21s. 1955. 23°5 cm. 336 pages. 28 photographs. Endpaper maps. Index 
and glossary. 

The suthor, an American, spent some years in India after long experience of news- 

paper work in China. Already attuned to the East, she was able to penetrate into the 

remoter parts of India and share village and peasant life with understanding and 
sympathy. This is a friendly account, not of Indian politics or economics, but of the 
people as they are living today, in the villages, in the schools; it retails her experiences 
of a parliamentary election in a Himalayan village, among yogis and poets, and on 
trek with Vinoba the land reformer. It should engage the interest, for it translates 
much of the world of politics and plans into terms of the simplest men and women 
whose lives are being shaped by new forces. (915-4) 
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THE LAND OF VEILED MEN. Peter Fuchs. Translated from the German 
by Bice Fawcett. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 18s. 1955. 22-5 cm. 178 pages. 
35 photographs. 

The Touareg of the Sahara, with the passing of their ancient ways before the spread 

of French control, are more easily accessible to European visitors, while still retaining 

something of the ‘mystery’ so dear to the general reader. The author, a young Austrian 
ethnologist, writes for the latter, but has the benefit of a systematic training in the 
study of primitive peoples. With two companions he spent six months with a Touareg 
tribe of the Hoggar in conditions which were by no means always easy. If he adds 
little to what was previously known, he writes entertainingly and attractively and is 
clearly a sympathetic and unpedantic observer of the human scene. The book has 
been adequately translated. (916-61)

GULLY FARM. Mary Hiemstra. Dent, 18s. 1955. 22 cm. 318 pages. Drawings 
by Stephen Andrews. 
An autobiographical account of a pioneering expedition to Saskatchewan in 1903 
when the Barr Colony was founded, Mrs. Hiemstra’s fresh, delightful story may be 
read with equal pleasure by young and old. Her Yorkshire farmer parents were as ill 
equipped as the other prospective settlers in this strangely ill-organised expedition for 
their bold venture into the untamed prairies, but their native qualities of shrewdness, 
humour, endurance and enterprise saw them through. Told from the point of view 
of the six-year-old eldest daughter who accompanied them and helped to look after 
the little sister and the baby, this adventurous tale has an unhackneyed charm. The 
terrors of winter cold, of prairie fire, of hunger and solitude are justly related to the 
beautiful landscape and the family unity which made them worth while. —_(917°1) 


A LAND BEWITCHED. Mexico in the Shadow of the Centuries. Gustav 
Regler. Translated from the German by Constantine Fitzgibbon. Putnam, 215. 
1955. 22°§ cm. 252 pages. 16 illustrations. Glossary. 

The author reached Mexico as a refugee in 1940, and in the process of making his 

home there has studied and come to admire the people, whose paradoxical and 

unpredictable behaviour has puzzled or misled more superficial observers. He 
attributes much to the distrust of strangers and the sense of insecurity which are part 
of the terrible inheritance from their history. These essays on various aspects of 

Mexican character are given point by the author’s varied personal experiences. These 

have taught him to be optimistic about the future of the country, for he believes that 

Mexicans have learned from bitter experience that the state is only a creation of man, 

to be watched with distrustful vigilance, and that through this discovery they have 

attained wisdom. (917-2) 


THOMAS CATHER’S JOURNAL OF A VOYAGE TO AMERICA 
IN 1836. Rodale Press, distributed by Deutsch, 5s. 1955. 21 cm. 48 pages. 6 plates 
(2 in colour). (Miniature Books) 

In 1836 a young Ulsterman, almost on the spur of the moment, set out with a friend 

on a visit to the United States. This portion of his journal covers the first six months, 

when he travelled through the eastern States, visiting New York, Baltimore, and 

Washington, and being received by the President, Andrew Jackson, and other 

notabilities. His attitude is occasionally patronising, but on the whole there is a 

surprising amount of shrewd and instructive comment in these few pages. The book 

is tidily designed and printed, but the black and white illustrations are not up to the 
same standard. (917°3) 
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MIRAGE IN THE ARCTIC. Ejnar Mikkelsen. Translated from the Danish 
by Maurice Michael. Hart-Davis, 18s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 216 pages. 20 photographs. 
Map. 

In 1905 the Danish author led an expedition to discover a land believed to exist in 

the Beaufort Sea. He failed (the ice-islands drifting round the North Pole were not 

identified as such until 1946) but his account (now published for the first time) of 
how he got the expedition financed, how his crew, anxious for gold, mutinied off 

Alaska, how he ventured with dogs, some of them suffering from rabies, across the 

frozen Beaufort Sea and then, his ship crushed by ice, sledged 2,500 miles through 

arctic Alaska and Canada in mid-winter, is in the heroic tradition. (917-98)

MY POLITICAL LIFE. Vol. Ill. The Unforgiving Years, 1929-1940. 
L. S. Amery. Hutchinson, 30s. 1955. 23-5 cm. 464 pages. 28 illustrations. Index. 

Continuing his absorbingly interesting autobiography, Mr. Amery now carries on 
his narrative to the year of the German break-through in the West. These momentous 
years saw the formation of the Socialist Government of 1929, the economic crisis of 
1931, the Ottawa Economic Conference, the controversial issue of Indian self- 
government, the troubles with Abyssinia, the Munich crisis and the outbreak of war. 
Mr. Amery’s account of the high-level political discussions of the first year of the 
war deserves particular attention. As a whole, the book confirms the opinion that he 
ranks high as an historian as well as statesman. (92) 


BISMARCK: The Man and the Statesman. A. J. P. Taylor. Hamish Hamilton, 
18s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 286 pages. 6 plates. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
Readers looking for a concise, readable, and authoritative account of the dominant 
figure in nineteenth century international politics have it in this new study. Mr. Taylor 
has already shown his mastery in this controversial field; he approaches his subject 
from a fresh point of view, with a deep knowledge of the original sources, and of the 
wide range of secondary literature. The result is a book which supersedes earlier 
English biographies of comparable size. The author, who clearly has no great love, 
or even deep respect, for Bismarck as a man, nevertheless does him scrupulous 
justice in a penetrating and illuminating psychological analysis, while his enviable 
knowledge of the diplomatic situation leads him to deal not only with the crucial 
years when Bismarck was engrossed in his policy of unification, but also to give 
full emphasis to the years between 1871 and 1890, a period earlier writers tended to 
neglect. (92) 


TOO LATE TO LAMENT. An Autobiography. Maurice Browne. Gollancz, 
258. 195. 22°5 cm. 404 pages. Portrait frontispiece. Glossary. Index. 
Maurice Browne’s life—he died early this year—-was full of ups and downs, of 
success and poverty, of personal happiness and misery. Perhaps the highest points in 
his public life were his important work in Chicago for the ‘Little Theatre’ movement 
and putting on Journey's End in London; and it is of course as a man of the theatre 
that he is most widely known. But in this long ‘confession’, written in old age, he 
is as much concerned with private as with public events: his aim was to tell the whole 
truth about himself as a man. It is a very frank book, though unfortunately coloured 
at times with whimsy—particularly when the first switches to the third person and 
we are told what ‘Maurice’ thought and felt. (92) 
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HAPPY ODYSSEY. The Memoirs of Lieutenant-General Sir Adrian Carton De 
Wiart. Reprint. Pan Books, 2s. 1955. 18 cm. 220 pages. 
Sir Winston Churchill contributes a foreword to this absorbing autobiography of a 
British General who was born a Belgian. He served in the Boer War and the First 
World War, and was wounded in both. After sixteen years of very active retirement, 
he returned in the Second World War to command the British expedition to Norway 
in 1940. Later he was taken prisoner in North Africa, escaped from Italy but was 
recaptured. He was then released to take part in the negotiations for an armistice, 
and after that he served as Mr. Churchill’s representative to Chiang Kai-Shek. His 
military service cost him an eye and an arm, but gained him a Victoria Cross among 
his many decorations. (92) 


DARWIN REVALUED. Sir Arthur Keith. Watts, 25s. 1955. 22-5 cm. 
304 pages. 4 photographs. 2 plans. Bibliography. Index. 
The late Sir Arthur Keith had two excellent recommendations for writing the life 
of Charles Darwin: he was an authority on evolution, particularly the evolution of 
Man, and for years he lived close to Darwin’s home at Downe, in Kent, with access 
to the records there. The first part of his book is a straightforward life of Darwin, 
culled mainly from the published narratives of members of the Darwin family, but 
worked skilfully together. The second, and more original part, contains Sir Arthur’s 
observations on different aspects of Darwin’s life and work. This ‘revaluation’ of 
Darwin from the point of view of a modern evolutionist can be widely recom- 
mended. (92) 


PORTRAIT OF MY MOTHER. Ann Bridge. Chatto & Windus, 15s. 1955. 
20°5 cm. 254 pages. 14 illustrations. 3 musical examples. Genealogical table. 
Miss Bridge, who is well known for her novels with a foreign setting, here gives an 
account of her American mother, Marie Day, a belle of New Orleans just after the 
Civil War and daughter of a once prosperous slave owner. The story of Miss Bridge’s 
pioneering ancestors who moved from New England to the Middle West and thence 
to the South is a fascinating one, as romantic as any historical novel. Marie Day 
belonged to a family who felt that their benevolent feudal régime was a sufficient 
answer to Uncle Tom’s Cabin. While the reader may regard the managerial qualities 
which she inherited with more irony than Miss Bridge permits herself, he must admit 
that Marie’s marriage with a puritanical and highly conventional English metal 
merchant required and was received with aristocratic stoicism. This is an entertaining 
study in family contrasts. (92) 


THE GRAND CAPTAIN: Gonzalo de Cérdoba. Gerald de Gaury. Longmans, 
18s. 19$5. 22°5 cm. 176 pages. 12 illustrations. 2 maps. Bibliography. Index. 

Colonel de Gaury has written the first full-length biography of Gonzalo de Cérdoba. 
Based on authoritative accounts, and using hitherto unpublished material, it makes 
fine reading. This great general lived through the most stirring period“of Spanish 
history, the latter half of the 15th century, and took part in the final defeat of the 
Moors and in the uniting of his country under Isabel the Catholic. Students of Spanish 
history will find the book very useful; students of military history will also derive 
much benefit from it, for the author rightly lays stress on the changes then taking 
place in military strategy, due mainly to the introduction of the use of gunpowder.

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HOGARTH’S PROGRESS. Peter Quennell. Collins, 25s. 1955. 21-5 cm. 
320 pages. 27 illustrations. Endpaper drawings. Bibliography. Index. 
A biography of one of the first major English artists set against the background of 
his age—the turbulent London of the first two Georges, with its violence, vitality 
and social contrasts upon which Hogarth was to comment so astringently in his 
paintings. The artist was born in 1697 and died in 1764; in between he became 
successively engraver, book-illustrator, painter and moralist, popularising, even if he 
did not invent, the “conversation piece’ and showing how art may be made to serve 
the purposes of social commentary. This study by a well-known writer is a skilful 
compound of London history and artistic biography, written with a keen literary 
sense. (92) 
LIVINGSTONE AND AFRICA. Jack Simmons. English Universities Press, 
7s.6d. 1955. 18 cm. 190 pages. Portrait. Endpaper maps. Index. (Teach Yourself 
History) 
This volume makes no claim to rank with the many original biographies of 
Livingstone, but rather to retell his story in a simple direct form, with attention fixed 
more on his work of opening up Africa and arousing the interest of Europe than on 
his missionary activities. The final chapter, Livingstone and Africa, assesses the 
importance of his work and its subsequent results. The book is a very useful addition 
to a good series. (92) 


FATHER VINCENT McNABB, O.P. The Portrait of a Great Dominican. 
Ferdinand Valentine. Burns & Oates, 21s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 436 pages. Portrait 
frontispiece. Index. 

Father Vincent, who died in 1943, was widely known as a Catholic preacher and 

apologist. We have here an arresting picture of an admittedly enigmatic personality, 

although the evidence which the author has diligently collected justifies the quoted 
tribute of G. K. Chesterton that Father Vincent was one of the few great men he 
had met. A full account is given of his life and achievements in which no attempt is 
made to hide his defects. The recollections of Hilaire Belloc, the Chestertons and 
Bernard Shaw are of peculiar interest and Father Vincent’s letters to his family shed a 
revealing light on his mind and character. (92) 


MR. MACREADY. A Nineteenth-century Tragedian and His Theatre. 
J. C. Trewin. Harrap, 18s. 1955. 21°5 cm. 268 pages. 18 illustrations from the 
Raymond Mander and Joe Mitchenson Theatre Collection. Bibliography. Index. 

The volumes of memoirs and biographies in which accounts of Macready were to 

be found have long been out of print, and Mr. Trewin, well known for his writings 

on the theatre, has filled another gap in theatre history with this detailed and carefully 
authenticated account of a notable actor who in many ways was most nearly the 
forerunner of the modern actor. He was born in 1793 and died in 1873, retiring from 
the stage in 1851. Two outstanding characteristics of this man who did not want to 
enter the theatre, and who despised his profession, were his violent animosity towards 
his rivals, in particular Edmund Kean and Edwin Forrest, and his reforms. Faithful 
adherence to Shakespeare’s own plays was to him far more important than a 
spectacular performance of a mutilated text. (92) 


TO THE ONE I LOVE THE BEST. Ludwig Bemelmans. Hamish Hamilton, 
1§S. 1955. 22 cm. 224 pages. 3 drawings by the author. 

Mr. Bemelmans, author of Hotel Splendide and many amusing books of embroidered 

travel and adventure, has now turned his mocking if tolerant eye upon life in 
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Hollywood, New York and Paris in the forties. The subject of his book is Lady 
Mendl, the celebrated interior decorator, hostess and collector of objets d’art, in 
whose exotic home “After All’ he stayed as a pampered guest. The account of Lady 
Mendl’s dictatorship, her retainers and the fabulous contents of her house and ward- 
robe is highly entertaining but what fascinates most is the author’s ambivalent 
attitude towards his phenomenal ninety-year-old hostess. (92) 


MR. SECRETARY NICHOLAS (1593-1669): His Life and Letters. 
Donald Nicholas. Bodley Head, 25s. 1955. 22-5 cm. 336 pages. 5 plates. Bibliography. 
Index. 

Nicholas lived through eventful years—the English Civil War, and into the 

Restoration—and he played some part in affairs as secretary of state to Charles I and 

Charles Il. He was, however, no match for the pushful courtiers of the period, and 

therefore his faithful services did not receive adequate credit. Nicholas may not have 

been a high-powered statesman, but he was a man of strict principles and some 
culture, and he was certainly one of the more attractive characters of his generation. 

The author has worked with care through Nicholas’s papers and correspondence, 

printed and unprinted, and his full quotations add considerably to the value of his 

memoir. (92) 


MY FIRST SEVENTY-SIX YEARS. The Autobiography of Hjalmar 
Schacht. Translated from the German by Diana Pyke. Wingate, 25s. 1955. 22-5 cm. 
560 pages. 30 illustrations. Index. 

This is not simply an autobiography; it is inevitably to some extent a history of 

modern Germany. The important financial positions which Hjalmar Schacht held 

until well after the outbreak of the Second World War included periods of office as 

President of the Reichsbank, and his book recalls many world-famous figures with 

whom he came in contact. It was he who stabilised the German Mark after the 

inflation of 1921, and he is widely regarded as the founder of the modern planned 
economy. This vividly written account of his experiences, in an excellent translation, 

is assured of a warm reception. (92) 


BERNARD SPILSBURY: His Life and Cases. Douglas G. Browne and 
E. V. Tullett. Reprint. Penguin Books, 33.64. 1955. 18 cm. 408 pages. Index. Paper 
covers. 

This biography of the famous pathologist, first published in 1951, is here re-issued 

with some deletions. Sir Bernard Spilsbury was a pioneer in forensic medicine. He 

came into prominence as the result of his masterly handling of the medical evidence 
in the Crippen trial in 1910. From then until his death he was called as an expert 
witness in almost every important murder case. He held the appointment of 

pathologist to the Home Office for thirty-seven years. (92) 


SALT IN THEIR BLOOD. The Lives of the Famous Dutch Admirals. Francis 
Vere. Cassell, 18s. 1955. 22 cm. 240 pages. 13 illustrations (1 in colour). Map. 
Index. 

Dutch and English naval history are closely linked; but English historians have been 

somewhat reticent about the part played by the Dutch, who often beat the English 

on their chosen element. This stirring account of the great Dutch admirals from 

Boisot and his Sea Beggars in the sixteenth century to Doorman, who went down 

fighting the Japanese in 1942, makes generous amends. Though primarily a saga of 
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personal skill and courage, not over-loaded with nautical or strategic technicalities, 
it also deals simply, and without undue Protestant prejudice, with the political 
background of events. The illustrations are unusually good. (923-59) 


APES, ANGELS, AND VICTORIANS. A Joint Biography of Darwin and 
Huxley. William Irvine. Weidenfeld & Nicolson, 21s. 1955. 21-5 cm. 414 pages. 
8 illustrations. Notes. Bibliography. Index. 
It is perhaps with some trepidation that we turn to an account of a momentous 
scientific upheaval written by a professor of English; but our fears are groundless. 
Professor Irvine of Stanford University knows his subject thoroughly, and the happy 
idea of a joint biography of Darwin and Huxley has allowed him to write what is 
really the history of the great nineteenth century controversy over the theory of 
evolution by natural selection, giving full weight to the two chief protagonists. In 
spite of the mass of information he handles, his touch is deft and his style flows 
evenly. The book will appeal to all interested in the nineteenth century intellectual 
scene. (925-7) 
Ancient Civilisations 
LIFE UNDER THE PHARAOHS. Leonard Cottrell. Evans Bros., 16s. 
195$. 22°5 cm. 210 pages. $3 illustrations. Endpaper map. Bibliography. Index. 
The author, a journalist on the staff of the B.B.C., wrote The Lost Pharaohs as an 
introduction to the study of ancient Egypt. In this book he deals in greater detail with 
the everyday life of the ancient Egyptians, their religion, government, houses, women, 
professions, craftsmen and literature. He has produced a readable account, with well- 
chosen illustrations, written around the family of a famous Vizier, Rekh-mi-re, 
whose tomb near Luxor is well known. An Egyptologist will find a few mistakes, 
but will undoubtedly recommend it to interested laymen. (932) 


Europe 


MEMOIRS OF THE CRUSADES. Villehardouin and De Joinville. 
Translated from the French and introduced by Sir Frank Marzials. Reprint. 
Dent, 6s. 1955. 18-5 cm. 382 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Everyman's Library) 

A reprint of two valuable accounts of the Crusades. Villehardouin’s was the Fourth, 

which was diverted to the capture of Constantinople; Joinville’s was the Seventh, 

which got no farther than Damietta and ended with the capture of Louis IX of 

France. Both men played important parts in the Crusades and both are vivid writers. 

Joinville’s is the more personal, carrying the impress of his personality; Ville- 

hardouin’s is the more striking, acquainting us with the temper and habits of the 


participants. Sir Frank Marzials contributes an informative introduction to his own 
translation. (940-18) 


World War II 


WAR PREMEDITATED, 1939. Walther Hofer. Translated from the 
German by Stanley Godman. Thames & Hudson, 16s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 228 pages. 
Notes. Bibliography. Index. 

A close, hour-by-hour analysis of the situation during the week immediately 

preceding Hitler’s unleashing of the Second World War. The die was cast with the 

signing of the German-Soviet pact. Taking into account the general background 
and earlier developments, Dr. Hofer has carefully examined the mass of documents, 
except for the non-available Russian and Polish ones, in an effort to trace the breath- 
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less sequence of telegrams, telephone calls, and aeroplane flights which kept Europe 
in an agony of suspense. His conclusion is that the maintenance of peace depended 
on the personal and irrational decisions of a psychopath, and the outcome was 
conditioned by what he calls ‘Hitler’s dreadful and disastrous personality’. (940-531)

THE ISLE OF LEWIS AND HARRIS. A Study in British Community. 
Arthur Geddes. Edinburgh University Press (Edinburgh), 42s. 1955. 23 cm. 356 pages. 
18 photographs. Illustrations in text. Folding map in colour. Tables. Bibliography. 
Index. (Edinburgh University Publications: Geography and Sociology, No. 2) 

This account of the most northerly inhabited island of the Outer Hebrides ranges 

over geology, climate, economy, family and social life, and religion, and the changes 

that have taken place in the last two centuries. Because the author’s knowledge of the 

island extends over thirty years, his work is personal and much more than a 

‘statistical’ account. Being specially interested, as a professional geographer, in the 

Scottish Highlands and India and, as a son of Patrick Geddes, in planning, he is wide 

in his outlook and ready with comparisons and solutions. But it is for its imaginative, 

sympathetic qualities that his book is valuable—its understanding and expression of 
the feelings and thoughts of the Hebrides. The style is not always easy to Sdlow, and 
before publication the bibliography and index ought to have been rehandled by 

experts in these forms. (941-17) 


BALMORAL. The History of a Home. Ivor Brown. Collins, 18s. 1955. 21-5 cm. 
256 pages. 13 illustrations. Map. Bibliography. Index. 
Queen Victoria first went to Balmoral Castle in Aberdeenshire with Prince Albert 
in 1848. The Prince superintended the rebuilding of the castle which was completed 
in 1855. Now, a century later, comes this commemoration of the castle and its 
surroundings and all the history that has gathered in this favourite royal house. The 
commemoration is partly a defence against the attacks made on Balmoral and 
‘Balmorality’ as part of Victorianism. In effect, it is a pleasantly readable account of 
the British Royal Family in the home it has always loved. (941-25)

YOUR ENGLAND. Sir Robert Bruce Lockhart. Putnam, 16s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 
312 pages. Index. 

The author mingles autobiography with a rapid summary of English social and 

political history during the last half century, seasoning the whole liberally with 

obiter dicta on the English character in peace and war, in prosperity and adversity. The 


book covers those periods of his life spent in England, as civil servant, banker, 
journalist and author, and reflects his interest in sport, music halls and light literature 


no less than in public—and especially international—affairs. He has known a great | 


many of the chief figures in English public life and the anecdotes about them are an 
entertaining feature of his book. (942-082) 


BRITAIN. An Official Handbook. 1955 edition. Central Office of Information. 
H.M. Stationery Office, tos. 1955. 24 cm. 448 pages. 32 —— 13 diagrams. 
4 maps (1 in colour). Endpaper map in colour. 1 tables. Bibliography. Index. 

The success of this excellent handbook, now issued in a revised form, has been so 

great that it has been decided to publish it annually. At a remarkably low price it 
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gives a vast amount of information on the structure and life of modern Britain, 
including government and administration, the defence system, the national economy, 
industry, transport, labour conditions, trade, social welfare, religion, the arts, broad- 
casting and the press. Besides being a valuable reference work for writers and business 
men it is so clearly and attractively written that many people will choose to read it 
right through.

THE FRENCH REVOLUTION. Thomas Carlyle. Introduction by Hilaire 
Belloc. Reprint. 2 vols. Dent, 6s. each vol. 1955. 18-5 cm. 374: 410 pages. 
Chronological tables. Bibliography. Index. (Everyman’s Library) 

Another valuable reprint of an Everyman edition in the larger format. Though some 

have been re-edited, this rightly reproduces the old introduction by Hilaire Belloc— 

a critic particularly fitted to deal with this subject, and as able as any on this author. 

As he remarks, Carlyle had no experience of violence, and it is by sheer imaginative 

genius that he so vividly recreates so violent an episode. One would hardly recom- 

mend him as a factual historian (though his errors are surprisingly infrequent), but 
the very harshness of his style recalls the past as few more accurate (and more prosaic) 
writers have done. (944°04) 


Gibraltar 


GIBRALTAR. José Pl4. Translated from the Spanish by Dora Round. Edited, 
with an introduction, by Sir Charles Petrie. Hollis & Carter, 16s. 1955. 22°5 cm. 
158 pages. Bibliography. 

This is the history of Gibraltar from 1704 to the present day, setting forth the Spanish 

viewpoint on the British occupation of the Rock. While many would dissent from 

part of the author’s presentation and interpretation of facts, it is valuable to have a 

temperate statement of the cause which, in the writer’s view ‘will prevent cordial 

friendship between the two nations as long as it lasts’. The book is vigorously and 
agreeably written and translated, and has been edited by Sir Charles Petrie, who 

contributes a long and sympathetic historical foreword. (946-8) 


Middle East 


THE ARABS. Edward Atiyah. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1955. 18 cm. 242 pages. 
2 maps. Paper covers. (Pelican Books) 
Mr. Atiyah devotes his book mainly to the Arab Renascence and the conflict with the 
West, and provides a glimpse into the future; the early history has been covered in a 
companion volume Islam (1954) by Dr. Guillaume. The author does well to define 
the different meanings of the word ‘Arab’ in his introduction. The whole is a concise 
and well written account of the changing East and, with the exception of such lapses 
as ‘the Azher Ulemz’, is easily intelligible to readers unfamiliar with the subject. (950) 


China 

IN TWO CHINAS. Memoirs of a Diplomat. K. M. Panikkar. Allen & Unwin, 
12s.6d. 1955. 22 cm. 184 pages. Index. 

In many ways this is a slight book but one which merits attention because it gives us 

a picture of republican China as seen by a leading diplomat from another new Asian 


power. Mr. Panikkar was Ambassador of India to the National Government of 
Nanking and later to the People’s Republic of China in Peking between 1948 and 








19$2. In his book he gives some vivid descriptions of leading Chinese personalities 
and of events of that period. By far the most interesting sections are those dealing 
with the part played by India in the Korean war negotiations. (951-05) 


Pakistan 
CRESCENT AND GREEN. A Miscellany of Writings on Pakistan. Cassell, 
10s. 195§. 22°5 cm. 180 pages. 20 photographs. 

This volume consists of sixteen essays on various aspects of the early history, culture, 
and arts of Pakistan by a variety of authors, some European, some Pakistani. The 
authors include Professor Toynbee, Sit Mortimer Wheeler, Professor Alessandro 
Busani, Ahmed Bokhari, and the Editor of Pakistan Quarterly, in which several of 
these essays have appeared. The subjects range from Pakistan four thousand years ago 
(with some excellent illustrations of statuettes and small objects) to a discussion of the 
poet Iqbal, and a comparative study of him and Dante. Though rather slight, the 
collection is a useful pointer to the main lines of the intellectual life of modern 
Pakistan. (954°7)

AN INTRODUCTION TO THE HISTORY OF WEST AFRICA. 
J. D. Fage. Cambridge University Press, 12s.6d. 1955. 19°5 cm. 222 pages. 15 maps. 
2 tables. Bibliography. Index. 

This comprehensive volume by the Senior Lecturer in History in the University 

College of the Gold Coast outlines the history of West Africa from the days of the 

native empires to the present. The lucid text is greatly aided by a number of excellent 

maps. It is designed for the general reader and should prove valuable to anyone 
wishing to obtain an overall picture of the historical background of an area whose 

economic and political progress is of increasing importance. (966) 


East Africa 


TANGANYIKA. A Review of its Resources and their Development. Prepared 
under the direction of J. F. R. Hill and edited by J. P. Moffett. Crown Agents for 
Oversea ae rnments and Administrations on behalf of the Government of Tanganyika, 
42S. 1955. 25°§ cm. 942 pages. 11 maps. 70 tables and charts. Bibliography. Index. 

This massive a well-produced volume contains virtually everything about 

Tanganyika to date, though its introductory matter on the country itself, its peoples 

and their history is rather slight. Government and the Social Services are adequately 

covered, but the bulk of the work is devoted to a survey of production and resources, 
principally agricultural. Minerals have a short chapter, and trade, co-operatives, 
finance, and urban developments are dealt with. The concluding chapter describes 
the ten-year development plan and its revisions. An appendix supplies details of 
every European station in Tanganyika. A most useful survey, particularly valuable 
since the literature on Tanganyika is not extensive. (967-82) 


United States of America 


THE GREAT EXPERIMENT. An Introduction to the History of the 
American People. Frank Thistlethwaite. Cambridge University Press, 25s. 1955. 
22 cm. 350 pages. 5 maps. Index. 

Written by a Cambridge teacher of American history at Cambridge, who has 

experienced the want of a book giving British students the right approach to the 
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subject, the author has planned this introduction (not text-book) to meet their needs. 
His aim is to present not a mere condensed factual narrative, but rather a demonstra- 
tion of the main characteristics of the American people as they have developed in 
time, especially those which are in contrast to rather than in affinity with those of 
the British people. Rejecting the conventional approach through constitutional 
theory or economic development, he tries to describe the evolution of American 
society as a whole. An able and attractive guide. (973) 


FICTION 
General 


THE DOLLMAKER. Harriette Arnow. Heinemann, 15s. 1955. 20-5 cm. 
$36 pages. 
This is a moving portrait of the rugged individualism of a people who survive to 
this day in the isolated mountains of Kentucky. The central character is a woman of 
indomitable strength who can use a knife on her child’s throat to prevent it from 
choking to death. Her skill in handling a knife comes from the ancient craft of 
carving and she turns to whittling whenever her hands are idle. Nothing can daunt 
her on her native ground, but transplanted to industrial Detroit in wartime she 
becomes lost in an alien world. The carved figure of a doll gives her comfort while 
she towers above the teeming crowd of supporting characters as solid and 


incorruptible as the clean block of wood shaped by her skill. 


THE TITLE’S MY OWN. David Eames. Bles, 10s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 240 pages. 
25 illustrations by V. H. Drummond. 


This novel is based on the engaging idea that the characters, instead of being con- 
trolled by the author, take charge of the book and run the business of story-telling 
for themselves. The result is an amiable picaresque tale about motor-cars, seaside 
landladies, and repertory actors, spiced with bizarre personalities and mild crime. 
The story is well written, with plenty of amusing talk, and constitutes what is known 
as ‘ideal holiday reading’. 


THE MOMENT BEFORE THE RAIN. Elizabeth Enright. Heinemann, 
12s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 244 pages. 

Miss Enright is best known for her admirable children’s books, so it is perhaps not 
surprising that the best of these stories for adults are concerned with the child’s vision 
of the world. Thus in ‘Nancy’, a pathetic story of a poor little rich girl who escapes 
from a sombrely ordered home to play for+a single afternoon with a feckless, 
disreputable family; in “The Sardillion’, an evocation of the fantasy into which a 
boy translates his grief; and in “The Wonderful Playground’, a macabre account of 
the amenities of Reno from the point of view of the children of broken homes, she 
conveys the impact on innocence of experience with a delicate touch. Her stories of 
older people are readable, well-made but much less distinguished. 


FAULKNER’S COUNTY. Tales of Yoknapatawpha County. William 
Faulkner. Chatto & Windus, 15s. 1955. 20°5 cm. $04 pages. 

Yoknapatawpha County is the imaginary region in the Deep South which forms 

the scene of many of William Faulkner’s books, and short stories and scenes from 

the novels concerned with this area are gathered together in the present volume. 

The fictitious Yoknapatawpha can obviously be traced back to the actual Mississippi 

which is Mr. Faulkner’s native soil, but like all great creative artists he transforms the 
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realism of fact into the reality of imagination so that Yoknapatawpha is a place in 
its own right and not merely a sobriquet. Besides the complete novel, As I Lay Dying, 
the book contains self-contained passages from Go Down Moses, Light in August, 
Requiem for a Nun, as well as eight short stories. 


OLD AMSTERDAM. Brigid Knight. Hutchinson, 12s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 
316 pages. 

This sequel to the author’s earlier novel I Struggle and I Rise again treats of the 
fortunes of the Dutch family van Breda at the time of Holland’s wars with Spain. 
Against a historical background of political feud, Brigid Knight creates a colourful 
panorama of imaginary characters who yet belong wholly to their period. The 
personality of the intellectually brilliant but physically malformed Pieter van Breda 
dominates the story and his powerful emotions of love, hate, and revenge have a 
profound effect on all who come in contact with him. The fictional characters and 
events fuse harmoniously with their historical setting to make this book a satisfying 
and very readable novel of seventeenth century life. 


THE MOUNTAIN INN and Other Stories. Guy de Maupassant. New 
translation from the French by H. N. P. Sloman. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 1955. 
18 cm. 222 pages. Paper covers. (Penguin Classics) 

This volume offers a selection of the famous and the less familiar stories. The first 
includes ‘Le Horla’ and “The Necklace’. The second is mainly made up of tales of 
country life and of the Franco-Prussian War. The choice suffers from the fact that 
de Maupassant’s best work was done in the form of the long short story, of which it 
is difficult to include many without expanding the book to an inordinate length. All 
the stories included display his gift for evoking a scene with extraordinary vividness 
in a few telling phrases; not all share his well-known neatness of form. The translation 
is both accurate and agreeably fluent. 


THE TEMPTATION OF ROGER HERIOTT. Edward Newhouse. 
Gollancz, 12s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 250 pages. 

Although slight in substance, this American novel is so deft in construction and so 

skilful in dialogue that it creates a more impressive effect than many more ambitious 





works. It deals with two weeks in the life of the secretary of a charitable cultural | 


foundation, weeks in which three separate adventures are begun and ended. These 
adventures are not so much of physical as of moral events, and in his treatment of 
these dilemmas of moral values and in his rendering of character Mr. Newhouse 
shows himself to be a novelist of tremendous effectiveness. 


SON OF A SMALLER HERO. Mordecai Richler. Deutsch, 12s.6d. 1955. 
20°§ cm. 232 pages. 

The Jewish problem is twofold: that of the Jew’s relation to Gentiles and that of the 

Jew’s relation to Jews. The latter is the theme of this second novel by a highly 

perceptive and able Canadian writer. Noah Adler was born in the ghetto of Montreal, 

and his dilemma is that, longing for a wider mental and social life than he can find 

there, he rebels against the insularity of Jewish society whilst being bound to it by 


family and racial ties. Mr. Richler examines the problem realistically, frank about | 


Jewish faults and fair to Jewish virtues. This is an uncomfortable book but a sincere 
one which commands respect. 
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THE SUMNER INTRIGUE. Frank Swinnerton. Hutchinson, 12s.6d. 1955. 
19 cm. 320 pages. 

Mr. Swinnerton is an experienced, highly professional novelist who knows well how 
to blend character, plot and background into a good story. This tale of an old country 
town near London with its new satellite community which threatens to spoil the 
amenities and destroy a homely way of life excels as a piece of English social history. 
But the characters, from the hard-working doctor who is the hero of the tale and his 
neurotic wife, a sort of small-scale Madame Bovary, to the old watchmaker from 
whose sour point of view much of the story is related are also well observed. The 
local scandal is exciting enough but what one principally enjoys is the mixture of 
backbiting and kindness which constitutes provincial life. 


A PROSPECT OF THE SEA and Other Stories and Prose Writings. 
Dylan Thomas. Edited by Daniel Jones. Dent, 10s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 144 pages. 
Portrait frontispiece. 

This is a delightful book. It consists of reprints of the stories originally published 

in the pre-war volume, The Map of Love, but four post-war pieces have been added. 

Constant throughout the book is Thomas’s remarkable fertility of metaphor and 

image, but whereas the early stories are surrealistic and for a writer of Thomas’s 

inventive exuberance comparatively easy to bring off, the later work joins felicitous 
phrase and abundant fancy to subjects observed and experienced in the real world. 

A quick ear for natural speech is revealed in both early and later work. 


WILD TALENT. Wilson Tucker. Michael Joseph, 10s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 
222 pages. 

Extra Sensory Perception—clairvoyance, telepathy and telekinesis—forms the subject 
of this entertaining piece of Science Fiction. Paul Breen, a young American, discovers 
that he has this disturbing faculty round about the year 1934; he is indiscreet enough 
to let the government become aware of it and finds himself more sought after, feared 
and guarded than any atomic scientist. However, he meets a girl with ESP as well 
and, after nearly being assassinated twice, things end hopefully for him. Though 
politics and character are dealt with at a fairly superficial level excitement, wonder 
and even, occasionally, thought are successfully provoked. 


THE CRUISER. Warren Tute. Cassell, 15s. 1955. 20°5 cm. 376 pages. 6 maps. 
For a comparable novel to this, one must recall Mr. C. S. Forester’s The Ship (1943) 
which showed a modern light cruiser in close action. Mr. Tute’s Antigone is a cruiser 
of the ‘Leander’ class, one of the most successful evolved by the pre-war navy. She 
is seen not only in battle in World War II but building at Belfast, working up, 
showing the flag, and, at last, in her death agony. There are vivid portraits of the 
men who work her, from the aristocratically-married captain to the three-badged 
Able Seaman who, from the Commander’s office, has his ear tuned to every subtle 
inflection from the lower deck. This is an affectionate portrait of the British Navy, 
in action and preparing for it. 


COME FILL THE CUP. Rosalind Wade. Macdonald, 12s.6d. 1955. 20-5 cm. 
304 pages. 

Miss Wade’s new novel, though it is not without convincing characters, comes into 

the class of social investigation rather than fiction. It is a careful, sombre and just 

account of alcoholism, its manifestations, effects and the various forms of treatment 
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for it. Mrs. Revell, a divorced woman who reacts to desertion by taking to drink, is 
described in her various shady haunts, in her painful relations with her family and 
in her periodic attempts at self rehabilitation. The ‘Cures’ to which she has resorted 
having proved useless, she turns finally to a semi-religious group of ex-alcoholics 
who seem to provide her at the end with a faint ray of hope. 


THERESE RAQUIN. Emile Zola. A new translation from the French by 

Philip G. Downs. Heinemann, 15s. 1955. 20-5 cm. 216 pages. 
The plot of this novel, set among the shop-keeping bourgeoisie of Paris, offers less 
scope for the microscopic description of surroundings so characteristic of Zola’s 
later novels. Instead his powers are concentrated upon a scientifically objective 
presentation of his characters. What shocked his readers so much at the time was his 
searching exploration of lives which were apparently lived entirely at the dictates of 
the instincts and governed neither by self-control nor any other superior motive, 
only pervaded by a torturing sense of guilt. Even when Zola’s assumptions no longer 
excite indignation the novel remains an intensely powerful study of passion and 
retribution. 


Crime, Detection and Mystery 


HIS BONES ARE CORAL. Victor Canning. Hodder & Stoughton, 7s.6d. 1955. 
19°§ cm. 124 pages. 
A providential crash lands a pilot, beginning to sicken of the shady existence he has 
been leading since the war, on the edge of a small Red Sea port. He accepts temporarily 
a job with an Italian professor engaged in marine investigation, falls in love with his 
daughter and looks forward to a happier future. But the professor has other ideas, with 
a lethal aspect to them. A bitter discovery shatters the pilot’s new hopes and 
precipitates a disaster which has a thrilling climax. It is a gripping story, told by a 
practised purveyor of excitement. The narrative, short, laconic, strung to just the 
right tautness, conveys all that is needed to etch scene, atmosphere and character 
sharply into the mind. 


Reprints 


A TALE OF TWO CITIES. Charles Dickens. Introduction by G. K. Chesterton. 
Reprint. Dent, 6s. 1955. 18-5 cm. 384 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman's Library) 
A reprint of a novel that was a complete departure from Dickens’ usual style and 
manner of treatment. The cities are Paris (vividly depicted) during the French 
Revolution, and London, and the story hinges upon the physical resemblance between 
the nephew of a French marquis and a dissipated London barrister, both of them in 
love with the same girl. The plot, which is melodramatic enough, relies more upon 
incident than character, is more strictly constructed, and works steadily towards its 
grand climax of self-sacrifice. G. K. Chesterton contributes a valuable (and typically 

paradoxical) introduction. 


CRIME AND PUNISHMENT. Fyodor Dostoevsky. Translated from the 
Russian by Constance Garnett. Introduction by Laurence Irving. Reprint. Dent, 6s. 
1955. 18-5 cm. $04 pages. Bibliography. Index. (Everyman's Library) 

Dostoevsky has had considerable influence on European literature and this reprint of 

Constance Garnett’s admirable translation of his most famous novel will be welcomed. 

A subtle and powerful psychological study of a student impelled to commit a 
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repulsive crime, it reflects Dostoevsky’s constant awareness of the struggle between 
good and evil in man, his sympathy with the oppressed and his interest in morbid 
psychology. ’ 


NIGHTRUNNERS OF BENGAL. John “Masters. Reprint. Penguin Books, 

38.6d. 1955. 18 cm. 362 pages. Glossary. Paper covers. 
A novel of real distinction set in the year of the Indian Mutiny. Amid such 
tremendous happenings, the individual characters tend to be overshadowed by the 
historical forces which shape their destinies, but the uneasy premonitions of the 
origins of the Mutiny and the sudden horror of its outbreak are described with 
extraordinary power. The author shows an easy mastery of local colour, and his 
talent for portraying the life and the values of the Anglo-Indian military community 
must place him very high among historical novelists writing today. The book was 
first published in 1951. 


ST. IVES. Robert Louis Stevenson. Introduction by Ernest Rhys. Reprint. 
Dent, 7s. 1955. 18°5 cm. 336 pages. Bibliography. (Everyman’s Library) 
This reprint of one of Stevenson’s two unfinished novels illustrates the imaginative 
power whereby in distant Samoa he could recreate the Scottish and English scene 
of the Napoleonic period. And none could guess that he was dying, from this 
essentially gay story of Vicomte St. Ives’ escape from Edinburgh Castle, his securing 
of his uncle’s estate in the teeth of his unscrupulous cousin Alain, and his winni 
of the charming Flora as his wife. The completed version here printed is the wor 
(following the author’s intentions) of Sir Arthur (then Mr.) Quiller Couch, the one 
man best suited to the task 


THE KRAKEN WAKES. John Wyndham. Reprint. Penguin Books, 2s.6d. 
1955. 18 cm. 240 pages. Paper covers. 

The originality of Mr. Wyndham’s narrative method has made this book (first 
published in 1953) something of a classic of science fiction. He writes, in the first place, 
with a rare power of imagination when he describes the mysterious invasion of our 
world from another planet; but what makes his story peculiarly convincing is his 
acquaintance with the world of broadcasting and news dissemination. This enables 
him to increase or slacken his pace and also to present his narrative on two planes— 
the true facts and those which are disclosed to the public. The result is a remarkably 
ingenious novel whose excitement is never mead to flag. 


BOOKS FOR YOUNG READERS 

Fiction 

PEPE MORENO. Eric Allen. Faber, 7s.6d. 1955. 21-5 cm. $8 pages. Illustrations 

by Hazel Cook. 

Pepe is a Spanish shoe-shine boy and from the moment his friend Blanquito, the 
waiter, sends him running to buy for an English visitor the churros beloved of 
Spaniards for breakfast, he seems to do nothing but run, from pursuit and in pursuit, 
until the mystery of the Englishman’s missing wallet is solved to the relief of all 
and the detriment of none. This is a charming and individual story for eight to ten- 
year-olds that will please them immensely. Attractively produced, it has a happy 


lightness of touch and gives a fascinating glimpse of the Spanish scene and tempera- 
ment. 
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TALES OF FLITTERWICK HARBOUR. No. 1. C. Reginald Dalby. 
Edmund Ward, ss. 1955. 16 cm. 70 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by the 
author. Endpaper map (by the author). 

These short, lively, well illustrated tales should please the youngest age group. They 
are told by Dinger, the turret-clock, who nod * above the town hall near the port 
and sees everything that goes on in the harbour below him. Tubby, the harbour 
tug-boat, and his friends Sandy, the sand-barge, and Donald, the dredger, have a lot 
of fun. Then there are the buoys and the ferry-boat, which once got stuck on a sand- 
bank and had to send for Tubby to pull him off, and other interesting things to 
describe about the sea and ships in Flitterwick Harbour. 


HE WENT WITH DRAKE. Peter Dawlish. Harrap, 8s.6d. 1955. 20°5 cm. 
176 pages. 13 drawings by P. A. Jobson. 

This is the story of the first English voyage round the world (1577-80), under Francis 
Drake, and of two fourteen-year-old boys who sailed with him. Mr. Dawlish is an 
experienced seaman himself and an accomplished writer who has long studied Drake’s 
career; he conveys the excitement as well as the historical significance of the voyage, 
and presents an excellent portrait of Drake. The preparations for this daring venture, 
Thomas Doughty’s treacheries, the passage through the Straits of Magellan and the 
raids on Spanish shipping and colonies are vividly described. The book ends with 
Drake’s triumphant return to England, laden with treasure. For readers aged about 
II to Is. 


ELEPHANTS, ELEPHANTS, ELEPHANTS. Stories of Rogues and 
Workers, Tuskers and Trekkers, Jungle Trials and Circus Tanbark. Selected by 
Phyllis R. Fenner. Chatto & Windus, 8s.6d. 1955. 21 cm. 240 pages. Drawings 
by Manning de V. Lee. 

This anthology of elephant stories includes “Toomai of the Elephants’ from Kipling’s 

Jungle Book, extracts from Dhan Gopal Mukerji’s Chief of the Herd and Alfred Powers’ 

Hannibal’s Elephants, an extraordinary account of elephant intelligence from 

J. H. Williams’ Elephant Bill, and an endearing story of a baby elephant from Frank 

Buck’s On Jungle Trails. They cannot fail to attract any older child who likes stories 

about animals and the countries from which they come. 


STUDENT ALMONER. Josephine Kamm. Bodley Head, 7s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 
190 pages. (Bodley Head Career Books for Girls) 

An almoner’s job is to help patients in hospital with their problems, working in 
conjunction with doctors and nurses. Barbara Henderson, a student almoner, though 
shy, finds the work interesting and rewarding and we leave her with her feet firmly 
on the road to success. The details of her case-work are blended unobtrusively into 
the story, which conveys a great deal of information in a way calculated to retain 
the interest of any older girl, whether she wants to be an almoner or not. 


B.B.C. CHILDREN’S ANNUAL, 1956. Edited by Freda Lingstrom. Burke, 
7s.6d. 1955. 255 cm. 126 pages. Numerous illustrations (some in colour). 

This annual, edited by the head of the B.B.C. Children’s Television, provides an 

excellent selection of stories, articles, models of things to make and quizzes which 

should be much enjoyed by children between the ages of ten and fourteen. The 

standard of writing is superior to that of most annuals of the kind, particularly in 
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respect of the articles and practical information, and the stories of adventure, history 
and school life will please a wide variety of tastes. As in nearly all such anthologies, 
the stress is on the interests of boys. 


THE LAND THE RAVENS FOUND. Naomi Mitchison. Collins, 8s.6d. 

1955. 20 cm. 192 pages. Drawings by Brian Allderidge. 
The vitality and boisterous energy of the Icelandic Sagas are brilliantly recaptured 
by Naomi Mitchison in this stirring tale of the Vikings in Scotland and Iceland. The 
hall and lands of Thorstan the Red have to be defended against the Scots by con- 
tinuous warfare and when Thorstan dies in battle his young son Anlaf, with the wise 
counsel of his Christian grandmother, decides to build a boat and to leave the old 
homestead for Iceland—the land the ravens found. This story for young readers of 
12-15, reflects the youthful spirit of the Norsemen in their quest for new lands and 
exploits across the sea. 


THE DUTCH BOAT. M. Pardoe. Hodder & Stoughton, 9s.6d. 1955. 19°5 cm. 

192 pages. 10 illustrations by Leslie Atkinson. Map. Endpaper map. 
Three children are taken on a sailing trip to Holland by an old friend. Left on their 
own for a time, they enjoy themselves exploring their surroundings, visiting the 
cheese market, the island of Marken where the people still wear national dress, the 
breathtaking tulip festival and the bulb fields of a famous tulip grower, where an 
incident occurs that sends them haring back to England in pursuit of a man whom 
they suspect of stealing some very rare bulbs. A pleasant mixture of sailing, travel 
and adventure for children of 11-14. 


THEY CAME TO AN ISLAND. Ronald Syme. Hodder & Stoughton, 73.6d. 
1955. 19 cm. 158 pages. Illustrations (1 in colour) by William Stobbs. 


Jo, a young Bajan in Barbados, descendant of 17th century deportees, is taken on as 
a ship’s apprentice by a friendly captain bound for Peru. Shipwrecked on a small 
island, some of the crew get away, but before the others, including Jo, can follow, 
they are taken off by a ship carrying Polynesians to slavery. They capture the ship 
and restore the natives to their island, and are marooned there when a fanatical 
missionary turns the ship loose. In due time, the slavers return for vengeance, and a 
rousing fight ensues with right triumphing all round. The drive and vigour of the 
narrative, which vividly evokes scene and incident, and the succession of exciting 
events (founded on fact) ensure absorbing entertainment for young readers in their 
teens. 


VIKING’S DAWN. Henry Treece. Bodley Head, 9s.6d. 1955. 20°5 cm. 
156 pages. Illustrations by Christine Price. Map. 


Mr. Treece is a poet and scholar who is well equipped to provide the background 
for this story of a Viking excursion to the shores of Scotland and Ireland in the year 
A.D. 780. Though his approach is perhaps a little too pedantic for the average child, 
historically-minded boys of thirteen or fourteen will enjoy the careful detail of his 
story. With meticulous accuracy, Mr. Treece describes the building of the longship, 
the recruitment of its crew, its departure from the fjord, the various backgrounds of 
the Vikings and their encounters with Picts, Celts, and early Christians. A fatal 
clash of personalities on board adds one more hazard to a perilous voyage. 
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THE FLOWER SHOW. THE MOUSE TELEGRAMS. Alison Uttley. 
Heinemann, 33.6d. each. 1955. 17°5 cm. 66 pages. Illustrations in colour by 
Katherine Wigglesworth. (Little Brown Mouse Books) 

Two charmingly illustrated additions to Alison Uttley’s popular series for very 

small children. In the first the little field mice, Snug and Serena, find themselves at 

a human flower show and make their own contributions to it. In the second Serena 

has a spring birthday party, from which she is captured by wily Mr. Stoat, but 

Mr. Toad rescues her. 


HOLIDAY IN ROME. Heather White. Harrap, 7s.6d. 1955. 19 cm. 176 pages. 
5 illustrations by Selva. 


When Janice, a listless English schoolgirl convalescing in Rome, meets Mrs. Jacobs, 
an American, with her son and daughter, they discover that they have Italian 
ancestors who lived in Rome during the days of the short-lived Roman Republic 
established by Mazzini in 1849. Janice is stirred out of her apathy by reading an 
account of those times (which forms half the book) written by Mrs. Jacobs from 
family journals. Thus, in this competent novel for girls of twelve to fifteen, a vivid 
historical tale is combined with the unusual story of how an unhappy girl, helped 


by the example of new friends, including an English boy whose hero is Garibaldi, 


finds new and lasting interests. 


SPADES AND FEATHERS. Tyler Whittle. Cape, 9s.6d. 1955. 20°5 cm. 
222 pages. 8 illustrations by Raymond Sheppard. 4 diagrams. 2 maps and endpaper 
map in colour by the author. 

A party of six children start digging for the buried treasure of a ruined Norfolk 

monastery during their Easter holidays. They set about the job with professional 

thoroughness, but are hampered in their operations by the enmity of their bird- 
watching uncle with a rival birdwatcher interested in some rare avocets nesting 


nearby. They press on doggedly to a certain measure of success, and help their uncle | 
to score over his disagreeable rival. Some severe archaeological and ornithological | 
information is conveyed within the framework of this comfortable family story (for | 


children of 12 and over) that has a pleasant natural ring about it and some diverting 
characters. 
Non-Fiction 


ALL AROUND YOU. A First Look at the World. Jeanne Bendick. Bodley 
Head, 8s.6d. 1955. 26 cm. 48 pages. Illustrations (some in colour) by the author. 


This is essentially an introduction to the physical and biological sciences for young 


children. The author describes the earth in relation to the sun and stars, its seasons, 
weather, and composition, the growth of plants, and the various forms of animal life. 
There are illustrations in colour and in black and white, and wherever an unfamiliar 
word is used the pronunciation is given at the foot of the page. The book should 
interest children in the nursery and beyond, and is the ideal gift for the child who is 
always asking ‘why’? 


MOTOR RACING. A Guide for the Younger Enthusiast. Bruce Carter and 
Michael Frostick. Bodley Head, 10s. 1955. 21°5 cm. 92 pages. 56 photographs by 
Louis Klemantaski. 2 drawings. 20 maps of racing circuits. 


Grand Prix racing, sports car racing, rallies, hill climbs and trials are all described in 


a manner likely to appeal to young people in their teens. The book gives hints on | 
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watching motor racing, describes flag signals, lists the international racing colours 
and includes some notes on the famous drivers who may be seen on the circuits. There 
are also simple explanations of mechanical terms and technical details of modern 
Grand Prix cars. The vivid photographs are full of interest. 


LET’S KEEP A PET. Sydney Denham. Nelson, 8s.6d. 1955. 20°5 cm. 192 pages. 
16 photographs. 

The responsibilities incurred in keeping a pet cannot be too often reiterated to 
children—and to parents! Here is yet another book on the subject, written enter- 
tainingly, and suitable for children of 8-14. The greater part of the book deals with 
cats, dogs and rabbits, giving detailed advice on buying them, caring for them, 
feeding, breeding and doctoring them. There are also hints on showing them. Other 
animals treated more briefly are guinea pigs, mice and rats, birds, tortoises and fish. 
There is an excellent series of photographic illustrations. 


KNOW YOUR PONY. Daphne Machin Goodall. Hart-Davis, 7s.6d. 1955. 

19 cm. 126 pages. 7 photographs. Diagram. (Countryman’s Library, No. 7) 
The series in which this book is included is mainly intended for beginners in country 
and open-air activities, and this particular volume, while very helpful to those who 
have beginners to teach, will be of most interest to young people between twelve 
and eighteen years of age. The author has had wide experience in breeding and 
training horses and ponies, and here she gives, in considerable detail, all the informa- 
tion needed by children in the care and management of ponies. 


PLANTS OF THE BRITISH ISLES. Compiled by G. H. Leslie. Cassell, tos. 
1955. 25°5 cm. 64 pages. Numerous illustrations (some in colour) and endpaper 
drawings in colour by Paxton Chadwick. (Picture Dictionaries of Living Things) 

This is intended to be an easy reference book to the commoner British plants (mainly 
the flowering plants) and to the simpler botanical terms, suitable for children of 
10-14. The information given is of a generally descriptive kind and no scientific 
names are used, though relationships are indicated. The illustrations are copious and 
on the whole clear and easily recognisable, though some of the colours have erred 
slightly. It has been impossible to include more than a fraction of British plants, but 
many of the entries are general ones, e.g. ‘pine’, ‘nightshade’, ‘cranesbill’, and beneath 
each heading the commoner kinds in the group are distinguished. 


LET’S DO SOME ACTING. Anthony Parker. Bodley Head, 5s. 1955. 20°5 cm. 
64 pages. Illustrations in colour by Diana Tull. 

This little book will delight and interest any child up to the age of twelve or thirteen 

who has or might have the desire to produce or act in plays. In fourteen short chapters 

the author briefly and skilfully indicates the best way to undertake the production of 

a play, how to act, to make scenery, costumes, ‘noises-off’, how to rehearse and light 

the stage, imparting his own obvious enthusiasm by the way.
